A city of green thoughts 

The value of a eol- 
lege edueation is mueh 
diseussed these days. 
Not surprisingly, when 
the eost of a diploma 
approaehes the priee of 
a new house, attention is 
rightly foeused on the return on investment. 

In these diseussions, some distinguish 
between a eollege edueation and a eollege 
experienee. The former may be had through 
a variety of modalities: on-eampus as well 
as online and/or eompeteney-based assess- 
ment. The latter — usually equated with the 
on-eampus, in-dorm life — is often seen 
as the aeeulturating aspeet: that whieh not 
only teaehes information but also eondi- 
tions outlook and soeial skills. 

A wise former ehaneellor, eomment- 
ing on the projeeted demise of brieks and 
mortar eampuses, onee observed: “Any- 
one who is the parent of an 18 -year-old 
living at home will agree that, absent mili- 
tary draft, our soeiety hasn’t eome up with 
a better half-way house to eivilize this age 
group than the traditional residential eol- 
lege eampus.” 

But that “eivilizing” proeess is an ardu- 
ous one for all, as many students eome to 
eampuses today “not thoroughly right” in 
the words of David Boren, president of the 
University of Oklahoma. His was the sad 
task of expelling fraternity students who 
had been videotaped singing raeist ehants. 

Students arrive these days with values 
and behaviors — and yes, often prejudiees 
— already well formed through their home 
life, peer groups or soeial media. While 
often strongly espoused, sueh values and 
eonvietions are still somewhat tentative. 
It is in the rough and tumble of intelleetu- 
al ehallenge, or aeademie give and take, of 
exposure to sharply eontrasting experiene- 
es and views, that sueh students may eome 
to refashion their world view. Colleges and 
universities are the proper plaee for sueh a 
erueible experienee. They should not be, 
in the words of Judith Shulevitz, writing 
reeently in The New York Times “hiding 
plaees from seary ideas.” The late Bart Gia- 
matti, former baseball eommissioner and 
president of Yale, eharaeterized universi- 
ties as “eities of green thoughts” — “messy 
plaees [where] values of all kinds are meant 
to eollide, to eontest, to be tested, debated, 
disagreed about — freely, openly, eivilly.” 
This is where the eollege edueation and the 
eollege experienee merge. 

We need these eities of green thoughts. 
They’re not perfeet, but they serve a mighty 
purpose.

Budget redrawn 

After initial plans in the 
House to fill a $68 million hole 
in the Department of Transpor- 
tation budget by raising gas 
taxes failed, House budget writ- 
ers went baek to the drawing 
board to find the funding to avert 
hundreds of DoT layoffs. NHPR 
reported the House Finanee 
Committee voted along party 
lines to send a revised bill to the 
House floor that would redireet 
$14 million from the University 
System and $50 million from the 
state’s renewable energy fund. 
This eould mean an inerease in 
in-state tuition, and conserva- 
tionists question the legality of 
dipping into the fund. Gov. Mag- 
gie Hassan called the reductions 
“draconian” and “unnecessary.” 
Republicans threw out the gov- 
ernor’s proposed sources of 
increased revenue from the over- 
all budget such as a cigarette tax 
increase, keno gambling and car 
registration fees. 

Montero steps down 

Whether it was the Hepatitis C 
outbreak at Exeter Hospital or the 
synthetic drug overdoses in Man- 
chester, Dr. Jose Montero was 
there to respond to the crisis and 
inform the public. Now, the Con- 
cord Monitor reported that after 
seven years as the director of pub- 
lic health at the Department of 
Health and Human Services, he 
is stepping down. His final day 
will be May 1. DHHS will begin 
an external search for his replace- 
ment soon. His seat will be filled 
in the interim by Dr. Marcella 
Bobinsky. Montero worked in the 
department for 15 years. 

Moose hunting 

New Hampshire Fish and Game 
officials are considering new 
guidelines that may determine 
whether to continue allowing the 
hunting of moose in the state. 
NHPR reported that a new plan 


would set regional population 
thresholds to determine at what 
point Fish and Game should stop 
issuing moose hunting permits. 
The New Hampshire moose pop- 
ulation has plummeted in recent 
years. Researchers believe this 
is caused by winter ticks in the 
north and brain worm south of the 
White Mountains. Brain worm is 
a parasite deer have evolved with 
but moose are not immune to. 
Moose afflicted by brain worm 
develop blindness, disorientation 
and eventually death. This year 
105 permits would be issued. 

UNH hero 

A Medal of Honor recipi- 
ent and recent graduate of UNH 
Manchester will be giving the 
commencement speech to the 
class of 2015 at UNH in Durham 
during graduation in May. The 
Associated Press reported Ryan 
Pitts was awarded the Medal of 
Honor last July for his actions at 
the Battle of Wanat in Afghan- 
istan. After being medically 
discharged from the Army a year 
after the battle, he graduated from 
the business program in Manches- 
ter with a near-perfect GPA. 

Frat sanctions 

Alpha Delta, the Dartmouth 
College fraternity that inspired 
the 1978 film Animal House, is in 
hot water after authorities at the 
school became aware that certain 
pledges were branded last fall, 
NHPR reported. The fraternity 
was already suspended for alco- 
hol-related violations in October. 
The school has elected to extend 
that suspension in light of this 
new information. The fraternity’s 
lawyer said the branding was vol- 
untary and not a prerequisite to 
membership. But sources on cam- 
pus told gossip blog Gawker a 
sophomore chose the branding on 
his buttocks to avoid more alco- 
hol-intensive pledge activities. 

EBT limits 

The state Senate passed a bill 
that would prevent welfare recip- 
ients in New Hampshire from 
using the tax dollars they receive 
through electronic benefit, or 
EBT, cards for things like tobac- 
co, alcohol, lottery tickets, tattoos 
and firearms. But, the Concord 
Monitor reported, the 12,266 


recipients in the state have the 
option to withdraw the money as 
cash before spending it. A 2013 
audit of the program shows 78 
percent of purchases were made 
after the money was converted to 
cash, raising questions about the 
enforceability of such a law. The 
House passed a similar bill that 
limits places where the money can 
be spent rather than the products 
it buys. 

Eversource settlement 

A bill necessary to defray rate- 
payer costs after the divestiture of 
Eversource ’s nine hydroelectric 
and three fossil fuel-burning pow- 
er plants has passed the Senate. 
The Concord Monitor reported 
the bill would allow for a bond 
that would lower the costs carried 
by ratepayers from 10 percent to 
3 percent when the plants sell for 
what is expected to be a loss in the 
hundreds of millions. Eversource 
predicts the state financing will 
save ratepayers $300 million over 
the course of five years. 

state raptor not dead 

Hope is alive for the fourth- 
grade students of Lincoln 
Akerman School in Hampton 
Falls who saw their class project 
to enshrine the red-tailed hawk 
as the state raptor defeated on the 
House floor last month. Senate 
Minority Leader Jeff Woodbum of 
Dalton announced he’ll be intro- 
ducing an amendment based on 
the defeated House bill onto a bill 
that would make the bobcat the 
state wildcat. Woodbum, a for- 
mer civics teacher, said in a press 
release, “We have an opportunity

to right a serious wrong and pro- 
vide a meaningful and teachable 
moment....” The bill is not yet 
scheduled for a hearing. 

Assault policies 

A new report recommends the 
University System of New Hamp- 
shire make several improvements 
in its sexual assault policies, the 
Associated Press reported. After 
a Manchester law firm was com- 


missioned to review system-wide 
policies in general and the han- 
dling of four specific misconduct 
cases involving sports coaches at 
Keene State and UNH, the law- 
yers told USNH to address gaps 
in policies and practices. They 
also recommended the system go 
above and beyond simple legal 
compliance by creating a safer 
culture in the state’s public uni- 
versities. A 




FISH AND BUNNIES 

Eversource Energy and the Northern Pass 
Transmission project donated $3 million to 
conservation projects in New Hampshire, re- 
ported NHPR. The donation will be admin- 
istered as grants by the National Fish and 
Wildlife Foundation. NFWF officials say it 
represents the largest corporate donation it’s 
ever received for the New England region. 
The first two projects to benefit from the do- 
nation were also announced. A project to re- 
store cottontail rabbit habitat and another to 
help brook trout traverse upstream barriers 
each received $50,000. 


WORST WEEK 

N.H. HOMEOWNERS 

Winter was not kind to many New Hampshire 
homes that suffered damage. The Associat- 
ed Press reports thousands of homeowners in 
the state are bracing themselves as they wait 
to hear back from insurance companies. Local 
insurance agents say they’re working through 
a backlog of inquiries and are asking home- 
owners to be patient. While many expect to 
pay some portion of the cost out of pocket, in- 
surance companies say typical homeowners 
insurance covers most winter-related damage. 
But industry experts speculate that insurance 
companies will increase rates in a year to re- 
coup their losses.

Who’s really in charge? 

Republican faction gets used to working outside the Statehouse

For the past three weeks Republiean Rep. 
Bill O’Brien of Mont Vernon has been oper- 
ating in a Republiean Majority Leadership 
offiee in Concord — despite the fact that he 
is not the majority leader. The office, just a 
short walk away from the Statehouse, is not in 
the Legislative Office Building. It’s between 
a jewelry store and Edible Arrangements. 

For the power or the people? 

O’Brien said he represents the true majority 
leadership even though he was not appointed 
to the position by Speaker Shawn Jasper. 

“When I didn’t get the speakership, rath- 
er than doing what would be personally 
comfortable and taking this as a part-time 
position, I responded to folks who said, ‘You 
can’t walk away,”’ O’Brien said. 

Jasper, meanwhile, said the real majori- 
ty leader is Representative Jack Flanagan of 
Brookline, the man Jasper appointed. 

“It’s like if I started walking around call- 
ing myself governor,” Jasper said. “It’s not 
helpful to the Republican party. He is calling 
it the Republican Majority Office yet clearly 
that’s not what it is. The Republican Majority 
Office is located in the Statehouse, so I really 
don’t know what to make of that.” 

But this odd arrangement of a rogue 
Republican majority office, O’Brien stressed, 
is not to shore up power for himself 

“I’m probably not even going to run again,” 
O’Brien said. “I don’t do this for bargaining 
chips. What it does is it gives the people of 
New Hampshire a bargaining chip.” 

The other office 

O’Brien said the office space (which costs 
about $2,000 each month including utilities 
according to his treasurer. Rep. Stephen Ste- 
panek) is necessary because Jasper will not let 
him and his team meet on any state property. 

“It gives us a place to plan debates before 
session, it gives us a place to meet with con- 
stituents, it gives us a place to communicate,” 
O’Brien said. 

A grand opening of the office in March was 
held to raise funds to pay the rent. While Ste- 


panek declined to say how much was raised, 
he did say it was enough to cover the rent 
going forward. 

A history of a House divided 

According to Jasper, a divided Republican 
party is nothing particularly new in the New 
Hampshire Statehouse. 

“If you look at the history there, there’s been 
a certain amount of divide in the House for 
several sessions now. There tend to be factions 
within the Republican caucus in the House that 
have more of a libertarian bent and there are 
those who you might consider to be a tradition- 
al New Hampshire Republican,” said Jasper. 

His definition of a traditional New Hamp- 
shire Republican is someone who believes 
government serves a useful function. 

But, Jasper said, “There are others who 
say they believe very little government is 
needed.” 

That includes O’Brien, who has cut a dom- 
inant figure in New Hampshire politics since 
his role as House speaker from 2010 to 2012. 
The Mont Vernon Republican grew in noto- 
riety when his supermajority in the House, 
elected during the Tea Party wave, passed of a 
number of deep budget cuts and conservative 
bills like Right-to-Work and allowing guns 
in the Statehouse. He set some new prece- 
dents, like cutting the Concord Monitor out 
of press conferences. And some lawmakers 
accused him of using bullying and intimida- 
tion tactics in order to get legislative agenda 
items through committee or passed. Others 
praised him for being an effective lightning 
rod to rally the base behind important conser- 
vative initiatives. 

In November 2012, he was the subject of 
a This American Life story by Sarah Koe- 
nig, which chronicled some bizarre moments 
involving O’Brien, such as when former 
Republican Rep. Steve Vaillancourt of Man- 
chester sieg heiled the then-speaker in protest 
on the House floor. Even when O’Brien was 
no longer in power and the Democrats held 
control in the House, Gov. Maggie Hassan 
would invoke his name alongside that of the 
billionaire Koch brothers during her cam- 
paign for reelection.

Choosing a speaker 

Usually, New Hampshire residents have no 
idea who the Speaker of the House is. And 
perhaps some Republicans prefer it that way. 
Eate last year, when Republicans retook the 
House, it became clear O’Brien might become 
speaker again, heading up to the nominations. 
New Hampshire Sen. Kelly Ayotte and a list 
of local Republicans made the unusual move 
of writing a letter urging Republican lawmak- 
ers to vote for former speaker Gene Chandler. 
East November, O’Brien was nominated by 
four votes but was not elected in December. 

“We made a promise to the people of New 
Hampshire, and the promise was we were 
going to go take the Republican principles of 
limited government and low taxes and liber- 
ty and we were going to go up to Concord, go 
into the legislature and work on those issues 
based on those principles,” said O’Brien. 
“And we ended up, however, with leadership 
that has to turn to the Democrats for 80 to 85 
percent of its support.” 

Republicans loyal to O’Brien quickly 
turned their backs on Jasper and do not see 
Flanagan as their guy. 

“It certainly has been the tradition that the 
speaker appoints the majority leader because 
the speaker has always been the selection of the 
majority caucus,” said O’Brien. “That tradition 
just doesn’t make any sense any longer because 
it’s basically the Democrats telling Republi- 
cans who their majority leader would be. ... If 
[Jasper] had turned around to the Democrats 
and said ... T’m going to choose your leader,’ 
people would have screamed bloody murder, 
and they would have been justified.” 

But this is not the first time a Republican won 
the speakership with help fi'om Democratic 


Budget woes 

Improving economy could spell trouble for community colleges

After a projected revenue shortfall of about 
$2 million and about 40 layoffs for the Com- 
munity College System of New Hampshire, 
one might wonder if this is the first leak in a 


sinking ship. 

In fact, the state’s improving econo- 
my may be partly to blame for this drop in 
expected enrollment. As Chancellor Ross 
Gittell, a trained economist, likes to point 
out, enrollment at community colleges is 
counter-cyclical. 


“As the economy improves, enrollment in 
community colleges goes down, particularly 
with older students, who are 40 percent of our 
student population,” Gittell said. 

As employment rates improve, few- 
er adults seek out community colleges for 
retraining and re-education to improve their 


support. In 2004, former Rep. Doug Scam- 
man was reelected as speaker with votes from 
all the Democrats and one third of the Repub- 
licans. The party then changed its bylaws so 
Scamman, and now Jasper, don’t qualify to sit 
on the party’s executive committee. 

The budget test 

This fracturing has affected things in the 
Statehouse in some significant ways. Jasper 
wasn’t only a dark horse candidate for speak- 
er, but, O’Brien argued, he continues to be 
supported by a de facto coalition of moder- 
ates and Democrats. 

“We have a solid Democratic bloc with a 
minority of Republicans getting, in many cas- 
es, exactly what the Democrats want,” said 
O’Brien. 

Jasper said the budget process is going to 
be a real test of the party. 

“It’s a budget that is based on the principles 
and parameters that were set by the caucus, 
and we’d hope that all the members of the cau- 
cus would support the budget,” said Jasper. 

But O’Brien, who elected not to serve on 
any committees, is concerned that most com- 
mittee chairs are too liberal. And with the 
appointment of Rep. Neal Kurk of Weare 
as chair of the House Finance Committee, 
O’Brien said, he was not surprised when an 
8-cent increase to the gas tax to offset cuts in 
the transportation budget bill was proposed. 

Still, for many issues in this budget. Repub- 
licans in the House will have to unite since 
they can’t count on Democratic votes. 

“Em trying to pass a conservative bud- 
get, period,” said Jasper. “We recognized and 
knew all along a budget with any meaning- 
ful cuts fi'om what the governor has proposed 
— we never believed we’d get votes Ifom the 
Democratic caucus.” 

But O’Brien isn’t happy with what bud- 
get writers have come up with, saying they 
should have spread increases across depart- 
ments more evenly. He called the cuts to the 
Department of Transportation cynical. 

“For them to choose that department and 
say ‘We’re going to cut your budget’ was basi- 
cally just a ploy to get a tax increase,” he said. 

The House voted down a gas tax hike, send- 
ing budgeters back to the drawing board. M 


chances at getting a job, he said. The commu- 
nity college system doubled enrollment in the 
last decade. 

“The biggest growth was during the depths 
of the recession around 2008/2009,” he said. 

And New Hampshire’s economy is cer- 
tainly rebounding. February’s adjusted 
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unemployment rate reaehed 3.9 pereent, well 
below the national average. Assuming this 
trend eontinues, does that mean eommunity 
eolleges in New Hampshire are doomed to 
languish from a eontinued loss of students? 
Not neeessarily, aeeording to Gittell. 

“Our enrollment last year has been stron- 
ger than the national average. Nationally, 
eommunity eollege enrollment was down 
by about 4 pereent last year and ours is a lit- 
tle bit positive so we’re not even down. We 
just haven’t grown as mueh as was budget- 
ed,” Gittell said. 

Still, he said, this is only a temporary 
setbaek. 

“Longer-term, we are on a growth trajee- 
tory and we expeet to maintain that,” said 
Gittell. 

But not everyone is so sure. Laura Morgan 
is a full-time aeeounting professor at NHTI, 
the president of its faeulty forum and a union 
steward for the State Employees Assoeiation. 

“I don’t see the student population inereas- 
ing any time soon,” said Morgan. 

NHTI was the hardest-hit community col- 
lege. About 20 people have been laid off 
there so far in fiscal year 2015, according to 
CCSNH spokesperson Shannon Reid. Great 
Bay Community College saw about 10 lay- 
offs while Nashua Community College and 
White Mountain Community College each 
laid off two. These schools failed to make their 
predicted enrollment goals, while the other 
schools enrolled enough students that the over- 
all system experienced net enrollment growth. 

Morgan says the current budget woes are 
partly due to mismanagement. 

“What I have been concerned about over 
the past couple of years is the way our lim- 
ited revenue that we receive from the state is 
being spent. There’s concern among faculty 
in the system that the money is being spent 
on top administration and not in the class- 
room,” said Morgan. 

In January, the chancellor’s office laid off 
nine people. Morgan said these were low- 
er-paid, front-line staff and she pointed to 
the recent creation of new positions in the 
chancellor’s office as evidence of an ever- 
expanding administration. 

“When you look at the numbers, the chan- 
cellor’s office hired five new administrators 
who have a combined payroll of $850,000,” 
said Morgan. 

The five new positions were paid for by a 
strategic initiative fund the office dipped into 
last July. Gittell characterized the changes at 
his office as a consolidation. 

“The associate vice-chancellor for finance 
— that combined two positions, the CFO 
position and the strategic planning position. 
... And also, we put into place a vice-chan- 
cellor of human resources and partly that 
reflected that we now have three bargain- 
ing units,” said Gittell, referring to the new 
union contract for the adjunct faculty final- 
ized in 2013. 

Morgan also pointed to $1.6 million from 


the strategic initiatives fund that was spent 
on a student database and other technology 
upgrades she said are unnecessary. 

“Money is being spent on top administra- 
tion, on software upgrades, while front-line 
staff are being laid off. The money isn’t 
being spent on teaching and learning,” Mor- 
gan said. 

Expenses at the university have been out- 
pacing tuition revenue over the past few 
years. Between fiscal years 2012 and 2014, 
expenses grew by 20 percent. During that 
same period, tuition revenue increased 
by only 3 percent. Gittell said much of the 
growth in expenses has been necessary in 
meeting the recession-era boom in demand, 
and that growth is already slowing. 

“Expenses have been leveling out because 
we had to adjust given our current picture 
of 2015,” Gittell said. “And then we expect 
expenses for [fiscal year] 2016 to be flat to a 
little negative.” 

Morgan argues if the tuition revenue isn’t 
increasing by very much, then these expens- 
es can’t be explained as meeting enrollment 
demand. 

Meanwhile, depending on how much 
money CCSNH receives from the state, a 
tuition decrease is on the table. Governor 
Maggie Hassan had called for an increase 
to the system budget by $6.5 million. But 
House Finance Committee Division II Chair 
Karen Umberger says the committee is rec- 
ommending an increase of $5.25 million. 

“We’re saddened that we don’t have suf- 
ficient dollars to give what was requested,” 
said Umberger. 

The community college system had sig- 
naled that even though the governor’s 
proposed increase was $1.7 million less 
than requested, it would still be enough to 
decrease tuition. But Gittell said the board 
will wait until the final budget is signed 
before deciding. 

Morgan wonders how the system can 
afford to decrease tuition when its faculty are 
among the lowest-paid in the country. She 
cites a survey by the American Association of 
University Professors from 2012 that placed 
New Hampshire’s two-year schools last in 
New England when it comes to faculty pay. 

“I have no reason to believe that’s 
changed,” said Morgan. 

According to the survey, NHTI profes- 
sors’ pay ranked in the bottom 10 percent 
nationwide. 

“Cutting tuition will only continue to 
starve the colleges of funds and cause more 
faculty layoffs,” Morgan wrote in an email. 

As for the potential for future growth and 
financial stability, Gittell said the system 
is making efforts to increase online enroll- 
ment. But Morgan says high schools in the 
state are graduating fewer students. She 
fears that, after faculty is laid off, program 
quality will suffer and admissions will have 
a harder job selling the schools to prospec- 
tive students.

Plants in peril 

American Ginseng, Goldenseal, Jesup’s milk-veteh and saltpond 
pennywort are just a few of the rare plants in danger of declining or 
becoming extinct. According to the Associated Press, a new report by 
the New England Wildflower Society, which studied more than 3,500 
plant species in the region, about 22 percent of the plants they investi- 
gated are imperiled or possibly extinct already. And 30 percent are not 
native to the area, raising concerns about invasive species crowding out 
native plants. Other risk factors cited by researchers include climate 
change, land development and coastal erosion.

An interesting story came out of the Cubs 
camp where their top prospect Kris Bryant, 
who led all spring training hitters with nine 
homers, made noise about Theo Epstein 
sending him to AAA for more seasoning. 
And while Bryant may have a point, he’s 
really just mouthing the words being giv- 
en to him by agent Scott Boras, who didn’t 
want the Cubs to delay Bryant’s free agen- 
cy by a year by sending him down until 
May. And while that’s probably true, Theo’s 
track record backs up his claim he prefers 
having rookies come up during the sea- 
son after getting at-bats in the minors as he 
did with Dustin Pedroia, Jacoby Ellsbury 
and others. Either way, one thing the Cubs 
don’t need as they try to emerge from three 
straight years in the cellar is a mouthy rook- 
ie, no matter how good he is. 

News Item: Interesting Local Media 
Week 

First you had the dust-up between Shane 
Victorino and Sports Hub host Michael 
Felger and then a bout between David Ortiz 
and Dan Shaughnessy. Vic was ticked 
words had been put into his mouth, or at least 
suppositions made about his motives, on 
why he said he’d always trade prospects for 
a No. 1 starter like Cole Hamels. Glorioski, 
Mabel — Felger saw the worst in someone 
and didn’t have a clue about whether it was 
true or not because he’d talked to Victori- 
no about it.

It came down to the final 29 seconds when Dwight Clay 
drilled a right comer jumper for a 71-70 lead. After two desperation misses ND was the 
winner as UCLA suffered its first loss during the two-and-a-half-year Walton Gang era.

An American classic 

How to make the perfect chocolate chip cookie

O A chocolate chip cookie may 
seem like a simple thing to make, 
but Bruee Walters, ehef/owner of 
The Blaek Forest Cafe in Amherst, 
said that’s what makes it a ehallenge. 

“The simplieity is trieky, and it relies on 
really good ingredients,” he said. 

Regardless of whether you like to add 
orange zest and dried fruit or Maeadamia 
nuts and white ehoeolate ehunks to the elas- 
sie eookie, here are a handful of tips and 
teehniques to help take your ehoeolate ehip 
eookie game to the next level. 

Ingredients 

The first and foremost ingredient in a 
ehoeolate ehip eookie is right in the name: 
ehoeolate ehips. 


‘T think it’s really important that you use a 
really good quality ehoeolate,” Walters said. 

He thinks a dark ehoeolate or semisweet 
works best, beeause the strong flavor eon- 
trasts the sweet dough and balanees the 
eookie. Another essential ingredient that ean 
be easily overlooked is salt. 

“It helps to eounterbalanee the sweet 
mixed together,” Walters said. “Salt helps 
bring out the flavor of the ehoeolate.” 

Preparation 

When mixing the eookie ingredients, eom- 
bine the dry and wet separately. Onee both 
sets are ready, mix them until you no longer 
see dry flour, then stop to avoid overmixing. 
Beeoming familiar with your oven is another 
way to make sure your ehoeolate ehip eook- 
ies, and everything you bake, eome out well. 

“People’s ovens really vary a lot in their 
temperature and aeeuraey and how the heat 
eomes in,” Walters said. 


He reeommends eheeking out how the 
oven heats and maybe even investing in a 
seeond thermometer to confirm. 

Process 

Once your oven is pre-heated and ingre- 
dients are mixed, it’s time to put dough to 
sheet. 

“You want a perfeetly flat eookie sheet,” 
Walters said. If it’s eurved, “the batter is 
going to drift in the oven and you're going to 
have odd-shaped eookies.” 

If baking more than one sheet of eookies 
at a time, swap them halfway through. The 
top tray and bottom tray will heat differently, 
so moving them will produee a more eonsis- 
tent bateh. 

How do you know if your eookie is done? 
They’ll eook from the outside edge in, Wal- 
ters said, so onee they beeome a little firm in 
the middle, that’s when you pull them out. 

“Remember that the eookies are going 


to eook a bit more when you pull them out 
of the oven,” he said. “Cook slightly under 
what you think before they eome out. There’s 
residual heat that will eontinue to eook 
them.” A 


Tips for perfection 


Follow these suggestions for any choc- 
olate chip cookie recipe, whether its a 
family favorite or a classic, like Nestle Toll 
House ( verybestbaking. com/TollHouse ) . 

• Evenly mix dough before putting it on 
the cookie sheet. Scrape the sides of the 
mixing bowl and do the last mixing by 
hand to make sure there will be chocolate 
chips in every bite. 

• Use an ice cream scoop to make uni- 
form- sized cookie dough balls. 

• Line the cookie sheet with parchment 
paper instead of greasing. This makes it 
easy to slide them off to cool and use the 
sheet for another hatch right away.

How to dance at a wedding

Sure, you can bounce around your 
living room to the latest Taylor Swift 
song or groove along to hits from 
the ’80s in your car, but how do you fare on 
the dance floor? 

“Most people when they go into a wed- 
ding situation or a party situation, they hear 
the music, they like the music, they know 
they want to move to the music, but they 
don’t yet have the ... blueprint for how to 
make that work with a partner,” said Karen 
Shackleford, owner of Queen City Ballroom 
and Cape Sands Ballroom. 

Weddings typically have an array of 
music, so having a blueprint or core group 
of basic steps to apply to multiple songs may 
come in handy. 

“That’s part of what people will need to do 
when they learn dancing is to be able to take 
what they learn and adapt it,” she said. “We 
want them to use it in a creative way and we 
want them to think outside of the box.” 

Have a “dancer’s toolbox” ready with a 
few basic steps and principles that can be 
applied to the top three dance styles Shackl- 
eford heard in a list of 100 top songs: swing, 
cha cha and hustle. 

While the steps are important, if your 
body is telling you to move a certain way to 
a song, go with that. 

“Listen to what your body is telling 
you about the music because you can’t go 
wrong,” Shackleford said. “Everyone else 
that’s out on the floor is doing their thing, 
and they’re not standing there watching you, 
they’re focusing on what they’re doing. Try 
not to take it too seriously because you’re 
there to have a good time.” M 



Do’s and don’t on the floor 


Do: Pay attention to others on the floor. 
Avoiding collisions is a good thing. 
Don’t: Be on display. This is the bride 
and groom’s day. 

Do: Make song requests from the DJ to 
put your moves to use. 

Don’t: Request a “cha cha.” Ask instead 
for a specific song you know you can cha 
cha to. 


Dancer’s Toolbox 


• Foot placement and steps are important, 
but being able to work and move with a 
partner is essential. 

• Learn a basic box step. It’s manage- 
able and versatile and can be applied to a 
number of music styles. 

• Know the fifth position break or rock 
step. This swing basic step can be assem- 
bled into a figure or set of steps. 

• Have a triple step rhythm. Built upon 
with fifth position break, it can be used 
in east coast swing, west coast swing and 
cha cha. 



Juggling master; How to learn how to juggle 


Eighteen-year-old Michael Lang of 
Merrimack has been juggling for years. 
Last fall, he presented at the Nash- 
ua Public Library’s How-To Festival, and he 
shared a few tips with the Hippo last week 

The key to juggling, Lang said, is to be 
consistent with how you toss whatever you’re 
juggling. He recommends you start out with 
something like bean bags — they’re not 
slippery and won’t bounce around like, say, 
tennis balls, when you drop them. 

Start out by practicing consistently throw- 
ing one ball from hand to hand with an arc 
level to your eyes. 

Then try with two, starting with one ball in 
each hand. With your dominant hand, throw 
the first ball with that same kind of trajectory. 
When it’s at the peak, throw the second, and 
then catch the first. Lang said you should be 


making an imaginary “X” in the air. Go back 
and forth until you feel comfortable. 

Then, it’s time to go on to three. Start out 
with two balls in your dominant hand, one in 
your other. 

“Throw with your dominant hand, and at 
the arc, throw with the second hand. When 
the second one reaches its peak, throw the 
third ball the same way you threw the first 
ball,” Lang said. 

The hardest thing will be to remember to 
stabilize — and catch — the balls consis- 
tently; it will come with practice. Lang is 
self-taught but says there are hundreds of 
YouTube videos that can help beginning jug- 
glers learn. 

“I like to juggle because it’s an impressive 
trick, and it’s also relaxing,” Lang said.

Howto knit

4 A craft that’s both relaxing and 
social, knitting can be done any- 
where as long as you have the 
proper tools. 

“I can’t put a sewing machine in my 
purse, but I can always have a ball of yarn 
and needles,” said Tammy Gross, library 
assistant at Goffstown Public Library and 
local knit and crochet instructor. 


Getting started 

Selecting a first proj- 
ect depends on what type 
of learner you are. Some- 
one who wants something 
repetitive to get a feel for 
the movement should try a 
scarf. If a little more variety is 
needed to tackle the challenge, 
take on a pair of mittens. 

“The passion for each individual proj- 
ect is what pushes them,” Gross said, so if 
you want to learn, find what inspires your 
creativity. 



they’re a comfortable width. 

“As if you're holding a pencil or pen, so 
that might be size 7 or 8 needle,” Gross 
said. “An 8 is comfortable in most people’s 
hands.”

It will feel 
comfortable to the touch and create neat 
and beautiful stitches. 

“[It] makes the whole process enjoyable 
because you get to look at [and 
feel] something nice as you 
work.” 


Tips and tools 

One of the first things to master is hold- 
ing the yam, which is mostly based on 
personal preference. Gross said the two 
main styles are continental knitting and 
English knitting. Gross uses continen- 
tal knitting, which puts the yarn in the left 
hand, while English knitting has the yam 
in the right hand for “throwing the yam.” 

When choosing needles, make sure

“When I wanted to make mit- 
tens I remember getting books from 
the library and reading until I got it,” Gross 
said. “I was determined to do everything 
and do it well.” 

While reading from a book taught Gross 
and may work for others, she recommends 
checking out YouTube videos or taking a 
workshop with fellow knitters. 

“They give a lot of encouragement,” she 
said. 

Regardless of the format, the best way to 
learn is to keep practicing. 

“No matter which way you learn ... I 
always tell people the most important thing 
is to practice,” training your fingers and 
developing muscle memory. Gross said. A

How to make the perfect martini 

a different notion of what that means than

. How to make the perfect martini is 

a matter of much debate. Open one 
mixology book and it will describe 
one set of ingredients and ratios, but open 
another book and you’ll find another recipe. 

Linda Robinson of East Hampstead 
teaches the art of drink mixing at the Boston 
Bartenders School in Nashua. 

“Your basic martinis have always been a 
spirit, either vodka or gin, with vermouth. 
Sometimes they can ask for it dry, extra dry 
or bone dry,” Robinson said. 

The ratio between spirit and vermouth is 
usually a matter of preference. And if you 
ask for a dry martini in one bar, it may have 


a bar just down the road. Robinson adheres 
to the training manual of the Boston Bar- 
tenders School, which says regular martinis 
should be made with 3 ounces of your spirit 
of choice and a half ounce of dry vermouth. 

“If somebody wants a dry martini, it's 
usually just a quarter ounce of vermouth 
versus a half ounce for regular. If it's extra 
dry, it's two dashes of vermouth ... and if it's 
bone dry, there's absolutely no vermouth,” 
Robinson said. 

Unless otherwise requested, regular mar- 
tinis are garnished with olives and dry 
martinis get the twist (orange peel). 

The choice of spirit plays a big role in the 
way the martini tastes. 

“The most popular martinis have always 
been gin, but vodka has now taken over that 
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area. That’s the new spirit that's more popu- 
lar today,” Robinson said. 

Gin often has an aromatie quality from 
juniper and other botanieals. Some brands 
eome with notes of eitrus. Robinson attri- 
butes vodka's growing popularity to its more 
neutral qualities, whieh allow for fruitier 
ingredients to take over the flavor. But mar- 
tini purists garnish the word “martini” with 
a big, fat asterisk when it’s used to deseribe 
a fruity drink. 

“Making a good drink is like eooking,” 
Robinson said. “Every ingredient does mat- 
ter and all of its ratios do matter.” ^ 


Step-by-step martini 


1 . Chill your cocktail glass. 

2. Pour your spirit and vermouth into a 
Boston Shaker with ice and shake. The 
Boston Bartenders School suggests using 
3 ounces of your spirit of choice and a 
half ounce of dry vermouth. 

3. Empty any ice in the glass and pour the 
contents of the shaker into the glass with 
a Hawthorne strainer. 

4. Garnish with an olive or orange peel. 
*Step 2 alternative: Pour directly into the 
glass and stir for a less diluted drink.

How to study the stars

If you often find yourself gazing at the 
night sky, eonsider making it a hobby. There 
are groups right in New Hampshire that study 
the stars and eonstellations for fun, or you 
ean begin to learn on your own. 

Niek Brodieh, the New Hampshire Astro- 
nomieal Soeiety’s newest member, joined 
the group in January after he and his wife, 
who also had a budding interest in astrono- 
my, bought eaeh other the same teleseope for 
Christmas. 

As a beginner astronomer, Brodieh reeom- 
mends finding a group sueh as NHAS where 
you ean learn from others and partieipate 
in instrueted sky watehes. However, if you 
ehoose to go it alone, there are a few ways 
to get started. 

“Get a few star eharts,” he said. “There’s 
all kinds of books and literature that will give 

you the basies Seeondly, spend some time 

outside. Instead of just looking up onee in a 
while, aetually study [the sky] and you’ll start 
to see some of the patterns.” 

While your first instinet as an eager learn- 
er may be to go out and buy a teleseope, a 
teleseope may aetually impede your learning 
at first.

“For low money, you ean get a deeent pair 
of binoeulars,” Brodieh said. “You’re better 
off to start with binoeulars than a teleseope 
beeause they let you take in the big pieture 
and get oriented with the sky.” 

The best eonstellation to start with? Brod- 
ieh says Orion, beeause it’s easy to find. 
Then, you ean use Orion as a referenee point 
and “star hop” to other eonstellations. 

Finally, make sure you go to a plaee that 
is optimal for stargazing. This is easier said 
than done — between ambient light fading 
out the sky and New Hampshire’s moun- 
tainous horizons getting in the way, you will 
probably need to try out a few different spots 
before you find a good one. 

“Don’t get diseouraged,” Brodieh said. 
“Do your homework, be patient and you’ll 
be rewarded with a depth that you don’t find 
in a lot of other things.” A

Predatory instinct 

How to become a falconer

A hunter who really wants to tap 
into the predator’s instinet while 
hunting may want to put himself in 
the headspaee of a hawk or faleon 
and send the bird off to kill his quarry. 

Few skills are as aneient as faleonry, 
whieh Naney Cowan defines as “hunting 
with a trained bird of prey.” Cowan is a 
master faleoner and runs the New Hamp- 
shire Sehool of Faleonry in Deering with 
her husband and fellow faleoner Jim. 

Cowan eautions that learning faleonry is 
a huge eommitment. 

“If s meant to be not easy to be a faleon- 
er beeause onee you are a faleoner, you 
have eare of a North Ameriean speeies bird 
that everybody in the United States has an 
equal eoneem about,” Cowan said. 

Despite what the name may imply, 
the faleonry sehool is not the institution 
through whieh one beeomes a faleoner. It 
simply offers people a ehanee to deal with 
the birds of prey and to learn about them, 
Cowan said. 

First things first 

The first step to beeoming a faleoner, 
Cowan said, is to take the state's hunter 
edueation eourse and beeome a lieensed 
hunter, whieh means you need to be at least 
16. Then, you must find a eurrent faleon- 
er to sponsor you and mentor you through 
your apprentieeship. 

Jason Menard of Pembroke began his 
faleonry apprentieeship under the guidanee 
of Cowan in November. 

“I used to be an avid hunter, and after 
I got out of the [Marine Corps], hunting 
with a rifle didn't have its luster anymore,” 
Menard said. 

As an apprentiee faleoner, you are 
allowed to own one bird, typieally either a 
small kestrel or a juvenile red-tailed hawk. 
Menard has a red-tailed hawk. Before get- 
ting the bird, he had to build a mew, whieh 
Menard deseribes as almost like a federally 
regulated walk-in ehieken eoop. 

“Mine has a piteh roof, a sloped eonerete 
floor and a two-door system,” Menard said.

The art of falconry comes with its own 
vocabulary and equipment. Leather gloves 
for birds to perch upon and lures to sum- 
mon them are among the most important 
items. You'll also need a creance, which is 
a sort of light leash that connects to a leath- 
er anklet on the bird's talon called a jess. 
And you’ll need a scale to gauge the bird's 
avidity, or its appetite. 

How it works 

Cowan says Menard will need to work 
often on training his bird with repeti- 
tion and consistency. Getting your hawk 
or falcon trained to return when lured is 
accomplished by taking advantage of its 
predatory instinct. The bird will gradual- 
ly feel safe around its owner and through 
a reward system it will learn to expect an 
easy meal when it returns to a lure. 

“It's a very strong instinct in all preda- 
tors. It doesn't matter whether it's a lion or 
whether it's a tiger or a wolf or a hawk or 
a falcon. They're going to be drawn to take 
the easy opportunity,” Cowan said. 

After the apprenticeship 

After two years as apprentice, you take 
a test to become a general falconer, which 
means you can handle more birds and a 
wider variety, and can also sponsor an 
apprentice. After five years as a general 
falconer, you qualify to become a master 
falconer, which can possess one endan- 
gered raptor. 

Lt. Heidi Murphy with New Hampshire 
Fish and Game said the state currently has 
19 licensed falconers. Of those, five are 
apprentices, six are general falconers and 
eight are master falconers. M

8 Beekeeping is a growing trend, 
and it’s no wonder. Bees provide an 
essential serviee with produets sueh 
as honey and beeswax, pollination 
for farms and gardens, and venom for api- 
therapy (a medieinal use of bee produets). 

If you want to give beekeeping a try, you 
want to learn before doing. 

John Hamblet, viee president of Mer- 
rimaek Valley Beekeepers 
Assoeiation and head 
instruetor of the Bee Sehool, 
reeommends that budding bee- 
keepers take a elass or join a 
mentoring program. There 
are online elasses available 
as well. 

“Go to bee sehool,” he said. “Try to 
work with an experieneed beekeeper. ... 
Our elub [MVBA] is one of at least seven 
other loeal elubs that I know of.” 

After you’ve learned the basies, you’ll 
need to buy the bees and the equipment. 
Bees are ordered in the spring, and the stan- 
dard paekage is 3 pounds, whieh equals 
12,000 to 14,000 bees and one queen. 

For equipment, Hamblet said you need 
three things: the beehive, tools and the 
safety equipment. The hive eonsists of box- 
es ealled supers. Inside the supers are the 


frames, where the bees build their honey- 
eombs. Hive tools are needed to move and 
manipulate the hive, and a smoker is need- 
ed to ealm the bees. For safety equipment, 
you will need a veil, a suit and gloves, 

“The new beekeeper has a wide choice of 
suppliers and equipment,” he said. “You can 
buy from established bee supply houses or we 
have some local [suppliers]. I strongly encour- 
age, if you’re new, to buy locally. You’ll be 
able to get good advice [from them].” 
Hamblet estimates that the start-up 
equipment will total around $400. 

Another thing to consider is 
the location of the hive. It needs 
to be protected from the wind, 
and facing southeast to get the 
morning sun. There also 
needs to be a water supply 
nearby, as bees need water 
to drink, make honey and cool the hive. 

“But most importantly, you need water 
nearby so they don’t use your neighbor’s 
swimming pool,” Hamblet said. 

It takes a couple hours to install the hive, 
but once it’s set up, it requires very little 
maintenance. You should, however, close- 
ly monitor the hive for the first few months 
to make sure the bees are adjusting. 

“Look to see that there’s eggs, and that 
they are producing honey and there’s good 
activity,” Hamblet said. “The only real 
work comes when you want to extract the 
honey.” M

How to beef up your photography skills

One of the biggest stmggles a photogra- 
pher will have, said New Hampshire Institute 
of Art photography head Gary Samson, is 
with light. He offered advice during an inter- 
view at the school last week. 

“I tell my students to avoid back-lit sub- 
jects like the plague,” he said. “If you want 
to photograph someone and they’re standing 
in front of a window, the person’s going to be 
rendered dark. The digital chip in the camera 
cannot capture all that information.” 

Turn the subject so the window instead 
casts light onto his or her face, or buy an 
inexpensive ($14 on Amazon) photo reflec- 
tor. Samson’s was a pop-up and looked like 
a gigantic silver disc, but he said any sort 
of white board or even a sheet of aluminum 
foil could work. (Have the subject hold the 
reflector at waist level, or hold it yourself; it 


will put light where there were before dark, 
unflattering shadows.) 

Samson advises photographers to avoid 
the flash; for the beginner especially, daylight 
is almost always the best light. 

“I really try to avoid using the built-in flash 
on my camera as much as possible,” Samson 
said. “The flash is mounted on the camera 
just above the lens, and when that goes off, it 
casts a shadow behind the subject and looks 
like an amateur photograph.” 

Also avoid middle-of-the-day outdoor 
photos. 

“Once we get past 9:30, 10 a.m., and 
through 3:30, 4 p.m., the sun overhead is 
really bright and casts sharp shadows. You 
never want to put people in direct sun- 
light,” Samson said. “I would put them in 
the shade of a building, or under the shade 
of a tree. My favorite time to photograph 
is after 4:30 p.m., when the light is softer 
and warmer.” (Similarly, you may also find 
photos come out better on a cloudy 20 ►

“I tell people, the minute they get up and 
do their 5 -minute set at an open mike, they 
have done something that thousands of peo- 
ple would love to do and don’t have the guts 
to do,” eomedian Dave Rattigan said. “If they 
do it well, it will be one of the greatest experi- 
enees of their lives. If it goes badly, they still 
have an experienee that thousands of people 
won’t and wish they did.” 

If you know the New Hampshire eomedy 
seene, you may know Rattigan; his eompany, 
Seamps Company, owns the Hampton Beaeh 
Comedy Festival (with Jimmy 
Dunn), and he performs regular- 
ly through the Dreams Heard 
Foundation, the Nashua 
Chamber of Commeree, 
the Plaistow Lions, New 
Hampshire Hoekey 
East and the Salem Ani- 
mal Reseue League. He 
shared a few tips with the 
Hippo for how to do open 
mike eomedy. 

First, he laid out the termi- 
nology. A eomedy set is what you’ll 
perform at an open mike. Eaeh set is made 
up of bits (whenever you spend time on one 
topie) and eaeh bit is made up of jokes. The 
standard formula for a 5 -minute set is five 
bits (topies), 20 punehlines. Time the set 
when you’re praetieing to be 4:30, beeause 
to go long is a “eardinal sin” (and hopefully 
that 4:30 will expand with laughs). Praetiee 
in front of a mirror, in the ear — whatever 
it takes. 

‘T think it’s a good idea to listen to [your 
set] on tape and hear what the words sound 
like. Sometimes a sentenee sounds fine in 
your head, but when you aetually speak it 
aloud, you realize it’s awkward,” Rattigan 
said. ‘T’ve had people who told me they’re 
going to wing it, and it’s like watehing a per- 
son drown.” 

There’s a formula to eaeh individual joke, 
too. 

“The strueture of a joke is made up of a 


short, elear setup, whieh is ealled the reali- 
ty, followed by the twist on reality, whieh 
is the punehline,” Rattigan said. “The setup 
has to be elear and short. The biggest mis- 
take eomedians make is they spend too mueh 
time in setups.” 

To find the best punehline for eaeh joke, he 
reeommends you try out 12. 

“Write as many punehlines as you ean. 
Take out the terrible ones. Most eome- 
dians will stop when they get to the first 
funny thing they ean think of But if you keep 
going, that’s when the real gems will eome 
out,” he said. 

How you plan your set is determined by 
the eontent — is there a narrative or 
reason why one bit would go 
before another? One sehool 
of thought, he said, is to put 
the funniest bit last, the 
seeond-funniest first, but 
he reeommends eomedi- 
ans do whatever makes 
the most sense. 

It also never hurts to 
eome out with some self- 
depreeating humor. 

“I usually reeommend you 
have an opener that reveals some- 
thing about who you are and shows you 
have a sense of humor about yourself Some- 
times that deals with physieal appearanee, 
sometimes that deals with who you are as a 
eharaeter,” Rattigan said. “It breaks the iee 
and shows the audienee that you ean laugh at 
yourself It also establishes the type of sense 
of humor you have — sareastie, dry, venting, 
ete.” 

Nervous? Look at the light. It will eause 
you to see spots, and as a result, you’ll miss 
the audienee staring up at you. Most impor- 
tant: be yourself Don’t deliver a joke beeause 
you think audienees will laugh. Deliver it 
beeause yow think it’s funny. 

“You don’t deliver the line to get the laugh. 
You deliver the line to take this very funny 
thing and tell it in the most effeetive man- 
ner. The laughter is just a residual effeet,” he 
said. “Onee you get that first laugh, it’s awe- 
some.” #11 



#19 day; the sunlight will filter through 
the elouds beeome less harsh.) 

Then think about the eomposition. Make 
sure no trees are stieking out of people’s 
heads. When you look through the view- 
finder, see if you ean break up the photo so 
there’s an element in eaeh third. 

“Think of your viewfinder like a ean- 
vas or pieee of paper. It has edges. Is the 
subjeet too large, not large enough? If you 
always just take your subjeet and just plaee 
it in the middle of the frame, it sometimes 
makes for a boring eomposition,” he said. 


“Think about how you might want to break 
the image into eomponents or into thirds. 
. . . Also, if you put a diagonal line in the 
middle of the eomposition — a roadway or 
a walkway maybe — that will also make 
for a more dramatie, visually exeiting 
photograph.” 

Last tip: slow down. Samson says that 
for every photo he shows, he probably 
takes more than 30. Anything ean happen 
during that milliseeond you press the but- 
ton. Shoot photos from different angles and 
edit down to the very best. #• 
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How to become an expert archer

m With big-screen eharaeters 
like Clint “Hawkeye” Barton and 
Katniss Everdeen donning bow 
and quiver and loosing eountless 
arrows against their foes, ifs no surprise 
young people are inereasingly interested in 
learning how to beeome expert arehers. 

Dana White has been teaehing arehery 
in New Hampshire for about 50 years. At 
a Londonderry YMCA Advaneed Arehery 
elass, whieh meets every Thursday evening, 
one of White's half-dozen students ealls out 
“Go seore!” and the arehers leave the line to 
retrieve their arrows from the targets. 

‘T have adults and kids who both shoot 
here,” White said. “I don't keep the age 
group at just one level.” 

White provides all the equipment for his 
elasses, but his more advaneed students 
prefer to bring their own bows. Targets 
vary in size from 40 to 80 eentimeters. 

“For little kids ... it's just basie draw- 
baek, anehor, aim and release,” White said. 

Advaneed trainees get more into the 
teehnique. 

“There's a lot of learning how to use 
your body properly. Breathing, your abs. 


baek museles, everything you need to eoor- 
dinate in one motion,” said White. 

Students ean ehoose from three types 
of bows: reeurve bows, eompound bows 
and longbows. And there are two main 
teehniques to shooting that arehers ean 
use based on their own preferenee. Target 
reeurve shooting involves the use of a sight 
on your bow that guides your aim. When 
using this method, you must hold the arrow 
between your index and middle finger and 
pull your hand to rest (or anehor) under 
your jaw. When you release the bowstring, 
your hand must pull baek. 

The other teehnique is ealled bare bow 
shooting. Bare bow shooters “noek” their 
arrows onto the bowstring above the hand 
and pull their hand baek to the side of their 
faee. This way, they can look down the 
shaft of the arrow to aim. 

During White's elass, after his students 
have seored their shots and eolleeted their 
arrows, the designated leader ealls out, 
“Shooters baek!” and they all walk baek 
to the line together. The leader then says, 
“Shooters to the line” to announee that 
the firing range is live. She waits until the 
other students signal their readiness by 
plaeing their pulling hands behind their 
baeks. Then she initiates the next round: 
“Load and shoot!” 


12. Speaking of ... How to learn a language 


If you’ve wanted to learn a new language but 
don’t have the time to slave over textbooks or 
take a class, have no fear. Christine Giacalone, 
assistant professor of modem languages at Riv- 
ier University, says the best way to learn a 
language is simply having exposure to it. 

“Think of what a child does when they 
are learning their native language,” said Gia- 
calone. “The first thing they do is 
listen. Their mouths aren’t 
developed enough to speak, 
so they’re just taking in a 
sound inventory.” 

To start, immerse 
yourself in the culture 
of the language you are 
trying to learn. You can 
do this while still main- 
taining your daily routine. 

When you watch a TV 
show, put the language subti- 
tles on. When you go out to 
buy food, go to an interna- 
tional market instead. Listen 
to a podcast in that language 
during your morning commute. 

“If you try to separate the culture from the 
language and just look at the words, it will 
take longer to learn because you won’t have 
context,” said Giacalone. “If you dive into the 
culture and the food and the music, you’ll nat- 
urally absorb it.”

Another way to start learning a language 
is to find things that interest you and incorpo- 
rate those into your learning. Giacalone gives 
the example of cooking. If you enjoy cooking 
and you want to learn Spanish, try to cook with 
recipes in Spanish. 

“Explore real things you are passionate 
about,” she said. “The more you can combine 
your interests with the language, the 
more you are going to retain it.” 
Finally, if possible, try to 
have conversations with 
people who speak the 
language you are try- 
ing to learn. There are 
language conversation 
groups where people 
get together and practice 
speaking in that language, 
or you can ask local church- 
es, libraries, and nonprofits if 
they have ESL volunteer 
opportunities. That way, you 
can help someone learn Eng- 
lish while also learning his or 

her language. 

“The best teacher is a native speaker,” Gia- 
calone said. “You can go the textbook route, 
and that complements your language learning, 
but ultimately if you can find someone who 
speaks that language, that is key.”

Punk-rock Godspell 

Contemporary life lessons at the Palace

Months ago, Palace Theatre artistie 
direetor Carl Rajotte thought this spring’s 
Godspell would be very dark, with a dysto- 
pian, end-of-the-world kind of spin. But then 
winter happened. 

“The eoneept has ehanged sinee three 
weeks ago, only beeause everybody has 
been saying, T ean’t wait for spring!’ That 
inspired me to go a different route,” Rajotte 
said during a Tuesday afternoon rehearsal. ‘T 
think everyone has had a long winter.” 

He says this version of Godspell — on 
stage now through April 11 — is ''Alice in 
Wonderland meets steampunk meets Garden 
of Eden.” The sets are bright, green and have 
not a dark but a “Johnny Depp” style about 
them. The musie eontains arrangements 
from the 2011 Broadway revival, but the 
handful of aetors interviewed said they’ve 
never performed in anything like it. 

“Every Godspell is done so differently,” 
Godspell aetress Andrea Dotto said mid- 
rehearsal, a week and a half before showtime. 
“This version is so eontemporary and it’s so 
relevant. It has the kind of punk-roek feel a lot 
of Broadway shows have right now.” 

The musieal is made up of parables, most- 
ly from the Gospel of Matthew, though three 
are from the Gospel of Luke. It began as a

master’s thesis projeet at Carnegie Mel- 
lon University in 1971 and got sueh a good 
reeeption that the produeers hired Stephan 
Sehwartz (another Carnegie Mellon the- 
ater alumnus) to write a new song seore. 
It’s sinee been revived many times, on and 
off-Broadway, and in the U.K., Canada, 
Australia and Mexieo. 

Dotto thinks it transeends beliefs and fits 
nieely with the season’s ehange. 

“[The eharaeters] eome from a darker ener- 
gy, and then we’re introdueed to the light, 
whieh I think is so beautiful,” Dotto said. 
“I’m not a religious person, but I’m really 
intrigued by the stories being told this way.” 

Audienees ean expeet familiar faees — 
all exeept one east member of this Godspell 
are Palaee alumni — but unfamiliar sets. 


eostumes and ehoreography. During east 
interviews, there was talk of ukuleles, jump 
ropes, sign language, punk-roek eostumes 
(Converse sneakers, tutus, big hair and a 
rainbow eolor seheme) and daneing — a 
given with any Rajotte produetion. 

“There’s a lot of daneing in this show,” 
said Tim Shea, who plays Judas. 

He grew up in Raymond but had never 
performed with the Palaee until now. 

“I’ve seen this show plenty of times. . . . 
I was just eoming baek from my tour [Rock 
of Ages] and thought, ‘This will be great! 
Like a niee vaeation home with my family.’ 
I thought I’d be going home for dinner every 
night,” Shea said. 

Part of the reason this show is so inten- 
sive is beeause the entire 11 -member east is 


onstage the entire time. There are no sepa- 
rate rehearsals, and during showtime, there 
are no bathroom breaks. 

Another dimension to this show: sign lan- 
guage, whieh Rajotte ineorporated as a nod 
to his younger, more foolish 18-year-old 
ehoreographer self, when a direetor at the 
time asked him to ineorporate signing into 
the show they were working on. 

“I was too young to know to say, ‘I don’t 
know how to do that.’ So I just made it up 
and taught it to the east. And ever sinee then, 
I said one day, I will have the time and I 
will do this right. And so this is that time,” 
Rajotte said. (This time around, it will be 
eorreet; the musieal direetor, Garrit Guadan, 
is also a sign language interpreter.) 

Rajotte says Godspell is a show that ean 
move through deeades and remain relevant. 

For one, there’s the musie. 

“Every song has kind of its own unique 
vibe,” Shea said. “There are some that sound 
like funk songs from the ’70s, and there 
are some that are ballads, some with guitar. 
Eaeh almost touehes its own genre, whieh is 
pretty eool.” 

Then there’s the energy. 

“It’s a show that requires you to be a really 
outgoing, fearless aetor. . . . It’s a high-energy 
roek and roll show, but it’s also a show that 
requires you to be kind of a elown and silly 
and ridieulous, whieh is so mueh fun to do, 
espeeially when we’re all onstage together,” 
said Jared Troilo, who plays Jesus. (Audi- 
enees might remember him as Tony from the 
Palaee ’s reeent West Side Story.) 

But most of all, the messages are timeless. 

“These are life lessons. They eome from 
seripture, but they’re interpreted in a way that 
makes sense for anyone,” Rajotte said. A

School to art 

Concord Community Arts Center continues to grow

From the outside, the Concord Commu- 
nity Arts Center still looks like a school, 
complete with an outdoor playground, caf- 
eteria and bathrooms with sinks that come 
up to your kneecaps. 

Inside, some vacant rooms still have rem- 
nants of its Rumford Elementary School 
life: cursive alphabet posters and birthday 
charts coat the walls, and children’s chairs 
are scattered around. But in the occupied 
spaces, the change is apparent. 

The Eastern Ballet Institute owners 
ripped out the rugs and installed a wall- 
sized mirror and dance floor. In Pilates 
Studio 603, there are pilates machines, 
hardwood floors and exercise balls, and 
in the Rumford Learning Center, there are 
infants and toddlers. 

Currently, the CCAC is at 60 percent 
capacity, arts center owner Brian Thibeault 
said, which is right on track to become 
what he envisioned when he purchased 
the building for $400,000 last summer. 
(Rumford School was replaced by the 
Abbot-Downing School in a series of Con- 
cord elementary school re-configurations 
in 2012.) 

“We had reached out in Concord and saw 
there was a great need for a space like this,” 
Thibeault said. “My whole vision was to

take this school that was vacant for a few 
years and get a place for tenants and artists, 
24 hours a day, seven days a week.” 

Thibeault says he owns properties all 
across New England, but he hopes this 
location will become the Concord version 
of what he did with the Pawtucket Armory 
in Rhode Island. He purchased that build- 
ing four years ago and transformed it into 
the Pawtucket Armory Arts Center, which 
houses a theater, rental spaces and artist 
studios. 

So far, tenants are pleased. 

“I was just looking for a bigger space,” 
said Dustin Rose, sweeping the floor in 
Dustin’s Fitness Solutions, which is settled 
alongside what used to be the school caf- 
eteria. (Plans exist to make the caf into a 
community cafe, but no word yet on wheth- 
er this is definitely happening.) “I’m paying 
$200 a month more here than I was at the 
last place I was at, but I have 50 percent 
more space.” 

Rose said he was looking forward to see- 
ing other tenants move in — a spinning 
instructor recently had a look at the art cen- 
ter, and he hopes a yoga business will come 
in too. 

Across the way, Hannah Brennan, co- 
owner of The Rumford Learning Center, 
was feeding kids and putting young ones 
down for naps. She signed the lease in June 
and started business in September. 

“I love the community aspect,” Bren- 
nan said. “I love that, without ever leaving 
the building, we can offer the older kids 
all kinds of enrichment. There’s the ballet 
studio, and there’s No Brushes Allowed. 
... The kids play in the playground every 
day, and it’s nice to use it because people 
worked hard to get it there when [the build- 
ing] was a school.”

• Student work, everywhere: The kids 
have been working hard all year long, and 
now they’re showing it off. The Margate Art 
Center at St. Paul’s School (325 Pleasant St., 
Concord, facebook.com/spshargate, 229- 
4644) hosts a student art exhibition featuring 
work by St. Paul’s School students now 
through April 17.

Brennan taught in Concord 
for 10 years before taking on this venture. 

‘T knew there was a large need for infant 
care, especially in Concord, just from talk- 
ing to friends and colleagues. The stars 
kind of aligned, to be honest,” Brennan 
said. “We’re filled to capacity and having 
a waiting list.” 

Rooms start at $200 a month and range 
in size from 264 to 1,200 square feet, 
according to the art center website. Some 
rental units include storage and private 
bathrooms. All rooms are functional as is, 
but Thibeault encourages tenants to look at 
them as blank canvases. 

Other arts center tenants: The Artist’s 
View, a tiny art school; Henniker Music 
School; No Brushes Allowed, a child-cen- 
tered art studio; and Sew Sisters Studio, a 
space tenant Deb Green would like area 
quilters and sewers to use at their leisure.

Music School. The former Pembroke pub- 
lic school music teacher tried to start the 
business in Henniker but found more inter- 
est here. Parents, he said, like that his 
lessons are less expensive than those at the 
Concord Community Music School, and 
he hopes to eventually gain a music school 
faculty.

“When we have 500 kids [attend], 
we knew we eouldn’t do one big 
[hunt],” said Suzanne Bergeron, 
event eoordinator. “It’s very eon- 
trolled, whieh is niee, espeeially 
for the younger ones, so you don’t 
have to worry about your kid getting 
trampled.” 

Eggs are not hidden, but rather 
seattered aeross the field. Most will 
eontain eandy or stiekers, but some 
speeial eggs ean be redeemed for big 
prizes, sueh as Easter baskets. New 
Hampshire Fisher Cats tiekets, and 


gift eertifieates from loeal businesses. 

“Em exeited to see the kids’ fae- 
es,” said Bergeron. “When they see 
6,000 eggs on the field, their faees 
light up, and they don’t even know 
where to turn. It’s really eute and fun 
to wateh.” 

Also bringing smiles are a prineess 
from Party Palaee, Red Sox maseot 
Wally the Green Monster, the Gran- 
ite State Clowns, and, of eourse, the 
Easter Bunny. 

The event began as a fundraiser 
for Nieholas Dainiak, a young Bed- 
ford boy diagnosed with a rare and 
fatal brain disease ealled Batten Dis- 
ease. Dainiak died at age 11, just a 
few weeks after last year’s egg hunt. 
Our Promise to Nieholas, a foun- 


dation in memory of Dainiak that 
helps promote awareness of and fund 
researeh for the disease, is eontinuing 
the event as a fundraiser and eelebra- 
tion of Dainiak’s life. 

“The Dainiak family is still foeused 
on finding a eure,” said Bergeron. “In 
seven years, this small fundraiser 
with just a eouple hundred people has 
grown into a full-fledged event with 
eorporate sponsors and exhibitors, 
1,200 people attending, and $20,000 
raised last year.” 

Admission is $8 per person or $30 
per family, and all aetivities inside 
are free. There will also be bake 
sales, raffles for Easter baskets, and 
a silent auetion. Some items up for 
bid inelude Boston Celties tiekets, 
Manehester Monarehs tiekets and 
Southwest Airlines tiekets. Prizes 
and auetion items have been donated 
by loeal businesses and sponsors, and 
there are over 50 volunteers involved 
with the event in some way, from 
running tieket sales to watehing the 
bouney houses. Most volunteers are 
Bedford High Sehool students, and 
the MeKelvie Intermediate Sehool 
Community Aetion Team took on the 
task of stuffing all the eggs. 

“It really brings everyone together 
in good spirit to enjoy a fiin morn- 
ing while raising money for a worthy 
eause,” Bergeron said. “Kids love it, 
the family will get a lot out of it, and 
it’s just a fun event.’'

Give kokebana a try 


Indoor plants a new way

This is the time of year when I am chomp- 
ing at the bit, all ready to garden, but without 
much I can do outside. So I was delighted to 
visit a friend in Maine who was experimenting 
with a new art form/planting technique: koke- 
bana. This is a Japanese technique for hanging 
plants indoors without using any sort of pot and 
instead wrapping them with moss and strings. 

Doing some online research I found that 
kokebana is also called kokedama, which 
means “moss ball” in Japanese. I made three 
plants into kokebana plants, and it was a 
great, messy project that made me feel like 
I was a kid making mud pies. Not bad for a 
mudseason afternoon. 

Kokebana is most successful if you choose 
small epiphytic plants — though apparently 
some people even hang small trees as kokeba- 
na. Epiphytes are plants that, in their natural 
state, grow in trees. They do not send roots 
into the trees or obtain any nutrition from 
the trees. Epiphytes might benefit from the 
remnants of a few rotting leaves or some 
windblown soil that provide a few minerals. 
They get water when it rains, but generally 
don’t require much. 

Explaining epiphytes to my grandson 
George, age 11, I said that they did well 
because they are adapted to grow where noth- 
ing else can grow. They’re like those weeds 
that grow in your driveway: there is no com- 
petition. They make good houseplants, too, 
because they generally do well with little or 
no direct sunshine and many can go weeks, 
even months, without getting watered — my 
kind of houseplants. 

To get the materials for this project I went 
to Longacres Nursery Center in Lebanon. 
They have a greenhouse packed with all 
kinds of tropicals, including many epiphytes. 
I brought a list of good plants for kokebana 
Ed put together after some online research. 
Included were Antherium, bromeliads of all 
sorts and many orchids. I bought three plants 
and took them home to make into kokebana. 

I went online to see what I could learn 
about kokebana and found surprisingly little 
information. I watched one YouTube vid- 
eo (“How to Make a String Garden”) that 
showed in high speed how to make a plant 
into a kokebana, but when I tried their tech- 
nique, it didn’t work. 

They placed strings in a bowl, then lined 
it with sphagnum moss, added a few stones 
as ballast, then potting soil and a plant. In 
fast forward, they tied all the strings around 
the plant and hung it up. No mess. When I 
took my attempt at a kokebana out of the pot, 
everything fell apart.

Having invested in three houseplants for 
this project, I tried another way. I cut 36-inch- 
long pieces of garden twine and spread out six 
or eight pieces on a table, all intersecting in 
the middle. Then I spread a layer of sphagnum 
moss over the strings, creating a disk about 
a foot across and three quarters of an inch 
deep. I had moistened the moss, but it was 
not drippy. I tried to keep the long fibers from 
separating when I pulled out a chunk from the 
package so that it would stay together. 

Next I spread a layer of moist potting soil 
over the sphagnum. I loosened the roots of 
my plant and placed the plant on top of the 
potting soil. Then the tricky part: forming a 
ball around the root ball, and surrounding it 
with the strings. I tried to pull up all the strings 
at once and hold them with one hand while 
using the other to form the ball and encircle it 
with string. Surprisingly, I could do that. My 
potting soil was a bit sticky, which helped. If 
I did it again and had some clay, I would mix 
some into the potting soil. 

My strings around the ball were pretty ran- 
dom — this was not a root ball that had evenly 
placed strings confining it. But the sphagnum 
moss acted like a screen, holding in the soil. I 
cut two 48-inch strings, ran them around the 
ball, and used them for hanging the kokebana 
ball in my window. 

I started with the kokebana in an east- fac- 
ing window, thinking that some morning light 
would be good. But they dried out completely 
in three days, and I was worried that I might 
kill them if I ignored them for a week. So I 
moved them to a north- facing window where 
they got bright indirect light, but no direct 
sunshine. This seems to have worked better. 

Soaking the balls seems like the best way 
to replenish moisture. But it also means that 
the balls will drip after soaking. I put them in 
the dish drainer for an hour after soaking, but 
they still dripped when hung. So I have also 
tried using a spray bottle to give them water. It 
requires more frequent applications of water, 
but it is less messy — I found that moving 
the kokebana plants for soaking left little bits 
of sphagnum moss on the windowsill and the 
table near it. Spraying was more labor inten- 
sive, but a bit tidier.

Dear Irene, 

I am very glad you wrote in with your 
question. Before I did anything with this, I 
would bring it to my loeal fire department 
for the eontents to be removed. They are 
very dangerous and ean eause lots of dam- 
age if opened in your home. 

It’s aetually ealled a fire grenade. It was 
meant to be thrown into the fire to stop it, 
and this style that you are deseribing was 
heavily used during the late 1800s and ear- 
ly 1900s in homes and workplaees. Some 
have remained untouehed for all these 
years, so yes, the original fluid ean still be 
inside. Take warning, though, beeause the 
eontents, as I said, are very dangerous not 
just to your home but to your health as well. 
The ehemieal used inside some of them to 
put out the fire was highly toxie and eould 
enter the human body through the skin and 
inhalation, eausing damage to lungs, kid- 
ney and liver. 

As far as the bottle being eolleetible, I 
would say yes it is, but really I would prefer 
to see it empty first. I have seen people sell- 



ing them full, but I really don’t think they 
are aware of the possible harm. Better safe 
than sorry, I say. Onee the bottle is empty I 
would say that without any damage to the 
bottom the value is in the $60-plus range 
depending on the age, style, pattern, maker 
and eolor. Rarer ones ean go into the hun- 
dreds for values, and eommon ones are in 
the lower range. 

I hope this was the information you 
needed, but please eontaet or bring it to 
your loeal fire department before you do 
anything with it.

weird electronic problems. Sounds were 
coming from my audio system even when the 
system was off. I immediately stopped using 
the car, pulled the battery cable and then 
covered the car with plastic, and left the win- 
dows cracked open. The rain kept coming for 
days after that. Well, the rains have stopped 
for now, and I no longer hear the sounds, but 
I have what appears to be mold inside the 
car. How screwed am I? Would a profession- 
al interior detailing, if the detailer was given 
the facts, do the trick? Thanks. — John 
Sounds like you bought one of my broth- 
er’s old ears. He used to have to shovel snow 
out of his eovertibles in the winter. 

Even though there are no visible tears in 
your eonvertible top, it’s no good anymore. 
You’re probably saying, “Duh!” about now. 


But people don’t realize that old tops 
shrink over time and the rubber weather- 
stripping dries out. The eloth top itself even 
ean beeome porous, and you’ll see drops of 
water seeping through. 

So, if you’re really invested in this convert- 
ible, you need a new top. And you may be 
surprised to find that it’s going to cost you a 
couple thousand bucks! But at least that’ll stop 
things from getting worse, which is always the 
first step in dealing with water damage. 

I suppose if you’re not committed to this 
convertible for the long haul, the cheaper 
solution is to just get a car cover and nev- 
er drive it in the rain. In fact, to remove any 
temptation to drive it on a day when it might 
rain, you might want to just remove the top 
entirely. Or put in a bad set of plug wires, so 
it won’t start in damp weather. 

Then you’ve got to deal with the mold. 
We’re not experts on mold remediation. 
When a customer drives into the shop with 
a mold problem, all of my guys barricade 
themselves in the men’s room. 

But the first thing you have to do is dry 
everything out. The sun is your best fiiend 
here. Start by removing the carpeting (this 
will require removing at least the front seats). 
Underneath the carpet is a cheap padding 
that’s called the jute. You probably want to 


just throw that away and replace it. 

Then park the car out in the sun for a few 
days, and lay out the carpeting and seats next to 
it. Once everything is really dry, you can treat 
the carpet and seats with a biocide product 
that’s designed to remove mold from fabric. 

Of course, you want to test an area first so 
you don’t end up with white carpeting - not 
the most practical choice for the floor of a car. 

If that treatment is unsuccessful, you may 
have to replace the carpeting and the seats. 
Or get the seats reupholstered. Good luck. 

Dear Car Talk: 

My husband and I are doomsday preppers. 
We Te moving to Florida and want to buy a 
vehicle that will give us the most flexibili- 
ty in the event of various possible disasters 
(e.g., EMP, lack of available conventional 
gasoline, worthless money, etc.). Assuming 
for a moment that we Te right about future 
disaster scenarios, do you have any sug- 
gestions, other than a bicycle or rickshaw? 
Natural-gas-powered Honda Civic? Die- 
sel/biodiesel? Which would give us the most 
options? Thank you. — Lynne 

In Florida? I think a pontoon boat would 
be my vehicle of choice, Lynne. I think natu- 
ral disasters are far more likely to hit Florida 
than anarchy and lawlessness. 


But if your concerns are surviving electro- 
magnetic pulse attacks and worthless money, 
then you want to go with diesel. Unlike gas- 
oline engines, diesel engines don’t require 
spark, so engine electronics become a non- 
factor. Your diesel engine would run after an 
EMP attack, assuming you can get it started 
without a battery. 

So you’ll need to get a stick-shift car, 
and live on a hill so you can roll-start it. I 
don’t think there are many hills in Florida, so 
you’ll have to build one. Or maybe you can 
buy a house next to a large waterslide? 

And if money is worthless, you would need 
to have your own supply of fuel. Again, die- 
sel would be the choice here. You could bury 
a couple of 500-gallon tanks in your back- 
yard and store your diesel fuel indefinitely. 

Then, when disaster strikes, you could 
either hang around your compound and 
make forays out to the abandoned 7-Eleven 
to loot Slurpees, or you could fill up the back 
of your car with jerrycans of diesel fuel, and 
start driving — if you think fuel is more valu- 
able than food and water. 

Where would you go? Somehow get 
around all the dead cars clogging the high- 
ways after the EMP attack. That brings me 
back to the pontoon boat.

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Tour for the tastebuds 

Campo Enoteca kicks off culinary Tour of Italy

Experience a little bit of Italy with tastes 
from Rome, Bologna and Venice in down- 
town Manchester during a travel-focused 
culinary adventure. Starting in April, for the 
first week of each month through the end of 
the year, Campo Enoteca will feature a spe- 
cial menu focused on a certain region of Italy 
as part of the Giro d’ Italia or Tour of Italy. 

“Very few Italians . . . identify themselves 
as ‘Italian, said Edward Aloise, co-owner 
of Campo Enoteca and Republic. “They’re 
either from Campania, [or say] ‘I’m from 
Naples, I’m from Rome.’” 

Much of the Italian American food in this 
country is reflective of the turn of the 20th 
century, when the people leaving Italy were 
from southern regions, like Campania, Sic- 
ily and Reggio Calabria, Aloise said. Those 
who emigrated brought their style of cooking 
and fused it with new ingredients available in 
America creating what most Americans now 
think of solely as Italian cuisine. 

“What we’re trying to do is show people 
that especially at Campo, there are different 
ways of eating Italian food,” Aloise said. 

Since each region is unique in its cuisine 
and culture, he wants patrons to expand their 
thoughts toward Italian dining. 

“We’re trying to bring not only a style of 
cooking that’s different than most people 
experienced, especially vis-a-vis Italian food, 
but we’re also trying to bring people into a 
different mindset as they walk into the door 
here,” he said. 

The Giro d’ Italia will start with Campan- 
ia in the southern part of Italy, because that 
region’s food is most familiar. The menu 
will feature pizza margherita, spicy puttan- 
esca, buffalo mozzarella and fresh seafood. 
As part of his preparation for the Campania 
menu, Aloise tried serving an octopus dish a 
few weeks prior to see how it fared. The dish, 
prevalent in Naples, is octopus done in a con- 
fit of olive oil, lemon peppercorns, star anise 
and thyme on a salad with braised fennel, 
olives, arugula and orange. 

“Nobody here has ever seen it, nobody’s 
ever used the preparation that I showed,” he 
said. “It was delicious. People loved it. I sold

it all.” 

Aloise did a similar food tour when Repub- 
lic first opened, visiting different countries of 
the Mediterranean. He suspects that as he and 
the staff explore different regions, certain 
dishes may become part of Campo ’s lexicon, 
as happened at Republic. 

The second stop on the Giro d’ Italia is the 
Veneto, followed by Emiglia Romagna, Lom- 
bardy, Sicily, Bologna and Tuscany. Aloise 
chose the order for the regions based on what 
products will be locally available as well as 
what region’s cuisines match up with the New 
Hampshire seasons. The Veneto and Sicily 
will be in the warm months, with menus full 
of seafood and vegetables. 

“We want to be able to showcase local 
products, so the last thing we wanted was 
to do Tuscany in the summertime, [with] its 
heavy meats and heavier foods, so we leave 
that for the fall,” Aloise said. 

As the tour “travels” through the coun- 
try, Aloise and the staff will sit down to taste 
the food and learn about the region, its capi- 
tal, main export and history, so they can share 
with the guests in order to fully experience 
the region and its culture. 

In addition to the Giro d’ Italia, Campo is 
offering a passport program and photo con- 
test to continue the theme of traveling in Italy. 
Everyone who comes to eat at Campo will 
receive a passport to be stamped each time 
they eat from a different part of the menu. 
Once all seven stamps have been collected, 
hand in the passport to receive a $35 gift cer- 
tificate and start another passport. It began 
in March and will now be a part of Campo ’s 
regular programming. The final piece is an 
invitation for patrons to share their travel pho- 
tos of Italy on the restaurant’s Facebook page. 
At the end of the year, the photo with the most 
likes will receive a chef’s table dinner for six. 

“Our intention is for people to bond not 
only with the restaurant, but to bond with us 
as an extension of either their past travels or 
future travels to Italy,” Aloise said. ^

Source ingredients locally, have a skilled and polite 
kitchen staff, develop time-tested menu favorites and 
keep things fresh and creative with seasonal specials 
— that’s a recipe for success at High Street Farmhouse 
(9 High St., Goffstown, 384-1990, highstreetfarm- 
housenh.com) for owners Guy Streitburger and Jennifer 
Lutzen. The two previously owned the former Pinker- 
ton Tavern in Derry and opened High Street Farmhouse 
a little over two years ago. The concept for High Street 
Farmhouse’s menu and atmosphere draws upon the 
building’s history as a small farmhouse during a time 
when food was served in accordance with the seasons. 

Streitburger, co-owner and chef, believes in creating 
community ties and continuous local sourcing. The cozy 
interior of the renovated farmhouse is reflected in its menu, which boasts chicken pot pie, 
pulled pork Shepard’s pie, country mac and cheese and fresh seafood. 



What is your must-have kitchen item? 

It’s the human tool. It is a verbal appreei- 
ation of using pleases and thank-yous. And 
heartfelt manners eost nothing, but appreei- 
ation of them pays unmeasurable dividends. 

What would you choose for your last 
meal? 

It would be an authentie linguini white 
elam, with a little shaved Romano [eheese] 
and garlie bread as a dipper. 

Favorite restaurant besides your own? 

It’s loeated in Portland [Maine] and it’s 
ealled Cinque Terre/Vignola. They also 
have their own farm, it’s Grand View Farm, 
where they bring seedlings in from Ita- 
ly and grow eertain things speeifieally for 
their menu. 

What celebrity would you like to see eat- 
ing at your restaurant? 

He already does and he’s my dad. He’s 95 
years old and he used to sell and then super- 
vise Rheingold Beer in New York City. He 
was able to visit all five of the boroughs in 
New York and with that, that cultural diver- 
sity when it was really exploding back in 
the 50s and 60s, so his palate is one that I 
certainly appreciate when he comes in and 
we make him something. From a knowl- 


edgeable standpoint, he’s the guy. 

What is the biggest food trend in New 
Hampshire right now? 

Because we’ve been doing it [local- 
ly sourcing ingredients] for so long, to me 
it’s not new, but I think it’s what I do with 
it that kind of puts us in kind of a differ- 
ent way. Like a local inspirational idea. A 
craft beer. Able Ebenezer [in Merrimack] ... 
we’ve teamed with them for a lot of craft 
beer and burgers, craft beer dinner, where 
we’ll pair some of their craft beers . . . [and] 
incorporate it into our brewer’s onion soup 
or just anything. So you kind of team up. 

What is your favorite meal to cook at 
home? 

Anything my wife wants. If it’s late, 
after a late evening, we get our organic 
eggs from East Kingston, it’s called Hidden 
Hollow Farm, and I will make Jennifer an 
organic egg omelet with fresh vegetables, 
cheese [and] of course the vegetable selec- 
tions are what Jennifer will like. 

What is your favorite dish on your res- 
taurant's menu? 

If I came in for dinner I would have our 
Caesar salad and our braised short rib.

Chefs and brewers team up to create unique pairings

The Portsmouth Brewery is serving up a 
unique eulinary erossover on Wednesday, 
April 8, with chefs in the brewery and brew- 
ers in the kitchen. During the Chef Brewer 
Battle Social, four teams of one chef and one 
brewer will combine their skills to develop a 
beer and create a unique dish to pair with it. 

The teams, which were selected by drawing 
names out of a hat, are Portsmouth Brew- 
ery executive chef Jonathan Hebert and head 
brewer Matt Gallagher, executive sous chef 
Desmond Smith and brewer Kieran Callahan, 
and executive sous chef Steve Shaw and brewer 
Maxine Munsey. The final and only intention- 
ally paired team is Kevin Hahn, executive chef 
at Smuttynose’s new Hayseed Restaurant, and 
Charlie Ireland, Smuttlabs head brewer. 

“We present our dish with the brew, and 
then the public picks the best match pairing 
for the night,” Hebert said in a phone inter- 
view. “This year we put together a judges 
panel so [there is] both people’s choice and 
judges’ choice.” 

“It’s not every day we get to step out of the 
kitchen and go brew beer with those guys,” 
Hebert said.

than the kitchen, as a lot of the same tech- 
niques come into play, he said. 

“You kind of have an idea of what flavors 
go with what; it’s very similar to cooking,” he 
said. “A little bit more of the baking side, you 
have to be more precise, adding flavor pro- 
files and layering flavors, adding flavors at 
different stages to come through at different 
times. It’s very fun.” 

With no theme or competition require- 
ments, the chefs and brewers are given the 
chance to “show off their culinary [muscles] 
in the kitchen,” Hebert said. “It’s like just 
showing off completely, like whose mind is 
the craziest.” 

He and Gallagher came up with a “crazy 
stout” called the Breakfast of Champions. 

On the night of the beer social, guests will 
gather in the Jimmy LaPanza Lounge to sam- 
ple each team’s dish and beer, mingle and 
chat, and choose their favorite for the peo- 
ple’s choice. 

“We call them socials in the lounge,” 
Hebert said. “[The] idea is to mingle and talk 
and we feed them and give them beer.” 

The teams will also explain the thought 
process behind why they chose to pair certain 
beer and food and give guests the chance to 
ask any questions they may have. 

“A lot of beer and food go together,” 
Hebert said, such as heavy, spicy foods with 
hoppy IPAs and heavier meats and fatty foods 
with stouts. 

Currently, the Chef Brewer Battle Social 
creations are a one-time thing, but whisper- 
ings of brewing a larger batch of the winning 
beer have been circulating. 

“Hopefully my beer wins so we can scale 
that up,” Hebert said.

Mussels 

marinara 

The first time my husband made this dish 
for me, we were in eollege. It was one of 
our first “dates,” and instead of going out to 
eat, we splurged on making a deeadent din- 
ner in my shabby kitehen. 

In eollege, I was the queen of utilizing pan- 
try ingredients in a million ways — mainly 
beeause I didn’t have mueh to work with and 
was on a tight budget. My weekly groeery 
list eonsisted of pasta, bread, marinara sauee 
and peanut butter and jelly. On paydays I 
eould buy eggs and milk and bananas. You 
wouldn’t think you eould make many things 
with that list, but I managed. 

So when I met my now husband and he 
knew his way around the kitehen using 
ingredients sparingly, I was smitten. 

This reeipe evolved over the years to 
inelude more spiees and white wine, but 
you ean make this dish if you only have 
marinara sauee, mussels and pasta. It’s 
beautiful and delieious in its simplieity. 

The marinara flavors the mussels, and 
depending on whether you make the mari- 
nara from serateh or you use a jar or ean, 
the mussels take on a variety of flavors. 
The most important part of this reeipe isn’t 
the type of sauee you use, but eleaning the 



mussels. 

Letting the mussels soak to expel any 
sand and then debearding and serubbing if 
neeessary ean be a time-eonsuming proeess, 
but well worth it when it’s time for dinner. 

A reeipe from Cooking Light is inered- 
ibly easy to follow, and it ineludes a 
reeipe for a slow-eooker marinara sauee. 
In a pineh, we typieally use a jar of hearty 
marinara or spiey tomato and basil sauee 
for an extra kiek. 

We now start by sauteing mineed onions 
and garlie in butter, adding some shallots 
and white wine and letting it reduee a bit 
before adding the mussels. As they’re eook- 
ing, we add the marinara and wait anxiously 
until the first mussels start to eraek open. 

Served over a bed of pasta or with erusty 
bread, these mussels are a eomplete meal. 
They’re simple, delieious and feel like 
a deeadent splurge, perfeet for a routine 
weeknight or a speeial date night in. 

We don’t get to make these mussels as 
often as we would like, but when we do 
they bring baek great memories and fill our 
not-so-shabby kitehen with mouthwatering 
aromas. — Lauren Mifsud 


Marinara Mussels 

Recipe adapted from Cooking Light 

3 cups marinara 

4 pounds mussels scrubbed and debearded 
Crusty bread or cooked pasta for serving 

Optional Ingredients; 

White wine 


Garlic 

Onion 

Shallots 

In a large saute pan with a lid, saute gar- 
lic, onion, shallots in butter. Add white 
wine and let reduce. Add the marinara and 
bring to a simmer. Add mussels and cover 
and cook five minutes or until shells open. 
Serve with crusty bread or over pasta.

The wine flu 

How to feel good after drinking

Because I enjoy wine so much, I try not 
to overindulge, but it happens on occasion. 
Enter the condition my friend Jenn and I 
like to call “the wine flu,” which plagues 
me for the entire next day, bringing with it a 
pounding headache and oftentimes an upset 
stomach. 

Is there any way to avoid the wine flu and 
a nasty hangover, other than not drinking at 
all? According to a recent FWx article I saw 
online, yeast could be the answer. Samuel 
Adams founder Jim Koch has said eating 
yeast before drinking could halt a hang- 
over, and now the University of Illinois is 
looking into a special kind of yeast that 
may help. This genetically modified strain 
can reportedly be designed so it doesn’t 
cause havoc-wreaking hangovers. Scien- 
tists formed a genome knife that made this 
possible, as yeast, when modified, usually 
returns back to its uncorrected state. 

Using non-hangover yeast in the beer 
and winemaking process may be a thing of 
the future, but there are a few things you 
can do now to help minimize headaches. 
The sulfites in wine are what people typi- 
cally blame, but it turns out that sulfites are 
in many other common foods, including 
dried fruit, lemon juice and frozen pota- 
toes. They aren’t labeled the same way, 
because, according to an article on Bustle, 
com, politicians opposed to alcohol pushed 
for a sulfite label to be added to wine in 
1988. Sulfites are not dangerous, but are a 
byproduct of the fermentation process that 
helps grapes transform into delicious wine. 
Some people are allergic to sulfites, but 
typically they already know this and may 
suffer from asthma. 

One of the main reasons we get hang- 
overs is, quite simply, dehydration. This is 
why the age-old recommendation to alter- 
nate between alcoholic drinks and a glass 
of water still stands. It not only helps you 
feel less intoxicated, it may also help ease 
the side effects you’ll experience in the 
morning. Drinking water before you go to 
bed can also help. According to WineHan- 
gover.com (no, I did not create this site, but 
I probably could have), the liver can only 
handle about three-quarters of an ounce of 
alcohol per hour, so drink wine slowly. Sip 
it and enjoy it. 

Food is another essential component to 
drinking. It pairs well with wine and makes 
your stomach happier. When I am getting 
ready to go to a wine tasting, especially a 
big one, I always make sure I eat a substan- 
tial meal first. I have also been told foods 



higher in olive oil content (including olives 
themselves) are a good choice when drink- 
ing because they help coat the stomach. No 
matter what you eat, drinking on an empty 
stomach is not recommended. 

Despite all of this advice, wine hang- 
overs are somewhat inevitable if you’re 
celebrating a special occasion, reuniting 
with friends or just lose track of how much 
you’ve had. Here are some tips on how to 
recover if you find yourself in this situa- 
tion, with the top recommendation being: 
drink less next time! 

Wake up early. You will probably feel 
like death, but being awake gets your 
metabolism going, according to Wine Fol- 
ly, com. 

Go for a short run (or walk). This is 
probably the last thing you want to do, but 
it will help you “sweat it out” and get your 
blood flowing. Whether or not I can do this 
depends on the extent of my hangover, as 
there are days when going to the gym is out 
of the question for fear that I may get sick. 

Aspirin, ibuprofen, acetaminophen. 

These are more of a brain remedy than 
anything, I have found. If your stomach is 
already upset, you may want to skip these. 
They can help a headache, but if you still 
have alcohol in your system, you may be 
stuck with the headache until it clears out. 

Water, Gatorade, Powerade, gin- 
ger ale, seltzer. These are my beverages 
of choice when I have a hangover. Water 
will help rehydrate you, first and foremost, 
but my second choice is usually seltzer as 
it helps calm upset stomach. Ginger is also 
a known cure for upset stomachs and may 
help with the wine flu. A

The dweeby spazzing of erities 
and fans alike is as histrionieally seatter- 
shot as rapper Ride’s expertly playaeted 
vitriol — this is modem rap’s version of 
old-time all-ages punk, where emotions 
would switeh from “I want to ehase joeks 
with a baseball bat” to “I love mom’s spa- 
ghetti” within the same verse — it’s tmly a 
revenge-gasm for all those Stans who hate eorporate bling. Two reeords are here, the 
first dominated by dmmmer Zaeh Hill’s ehopping and pureeing of voiee samples from 
leelandie singer Bjork (who enthusiastieally tweeted about her eontributions, point of 
order), most prettily in “Blaek Quarterbaek,” whieh — sure. I’ll say it — exemplifies 
the massive potential of next-gen sampling in general. Mostly, though, the beats are 
loud, ehaotie, bleeding-edge laptop violenee, a Kandinsky-esque mess, as if the very 
roots of dub, grime and haunted-house were thrown in a Cuisinart. Eh, I suppose if I 
were young enough to detest this generation’s aesthetie sense so deeply and intrinsieal- 
ly, they’d be my heroes too. A — Eric W Saeger 

Cherubs, 2 Ynfynyty (Brutal Panda Records) 

At one point or another, every semi-hip 
’90s kid found him- or herself faeed with 
figuring out the Austin-based LSD-punk 
seene, and in most eases sueh investiga- 
tions started and ended with the question 
“Who are the Butthole Surfers and why 
are they important?” In the beginning. 
Surfers dmmmer King Coffey signed 
Austin seene-mates Chembs to his Tranee 
Syndieate label in 1992, and everything 
was fine for two whole albums, until 
the band empted in a three-way fistfight 
and they broke up. This was in 1994, and 
nothing’s been heard from them until 
this, their first LP in over 20 years. To me, their earlier stuff was like Helmet meets 
Jesus Lizard, desperately frenetie seream-voeals over monstrous, mid-tempo, skro- 
nky mbber-band guitar riffs Steve Alhini wouldn’t throw out of bed, but this is just 
gloriously filthy. “Sandy on the Beaeh” sounds like Iggy jamming with Ministry, 
as does the faster “Crashing the Ride,” whieh reads like a rewrite of the Stooges’ 
“1970,” with some of the most anger-erazed riffing you’d ever want to meet. But all 
is not thrash here; there’s Boris-meets-Queens of the Stone Age bliss-doom for all 6 
minutes of “Money Chow Mein,” a terrorizing example of noise-roek hubris. Stoner- 
metal kids will put this at the top of their playlists. A+ — Eric W Saeger

critics, not that that’s a rare thing.” “Empty Nesters” is the lead 
single from his upcoming new album What For, which streets 
next week. This tune isn’t deep house or even chillwave at all, it’s 
just tedious metrosexual dance, like Klaxons meets Gang of Lour 
but without anything really interesting going on. Or Gorillaz try- 
ing to sound like Styx. You kids actually want this? 

• Good lord, we’re only half done here and I’ve already barfed five 
times. What else is on tap? Hmm, look, it’s Waxahatchee. Maybe 
this Waxahatchee person doesn’t suck, even though she plays alt- folk 
and Pitchfork likes them.

No, rock ’n’ 
roll is not saved; this is just a cross between Guster and Barena- 
ked Ladies, so, yes, rock ’n’ roll remains doomed.

Comedy: a complete history 

Reduced Shakespeare Company visits Manchester

Finally, all those years of watehing Loo- 
ney Tunes and Monty Python have paid off 
for members of the Redueed Shakespeare 
Company. 

They bring their latest gig, The Com- 
plete History of Comedy (abridged), to the 
Dana Center for the Humanities on Wednes- 
day, April 8. The two-aet eomedy show does 
exaetly what the name implies. 

“We take a large, serious topie and reduee it 
to a short, silly eomedy,” said Austin Tiehenor, 
eompany eo-owner. “We’ve redueed all of 
Ameriean history. We’ve redueed the Bible. 
We’ve redueed many things people take enor- 
mously seriously. And now we’re doing the 
history of eomedy, whieh is what we take 
really seriously.” 

The three-man show, made up of Tiehenor, 
aetor Dominie Conti and the eompany’s other 
eo-owner, Reed Martin, starts with eavemen 
knoek-knoek jokes and moves through piv- 
otal moments in eomedy, from Aristophanes 
and Shakespeare to Moliere and Charlie 
Chaplin. (Though don’t let those important 
names fool you; audienees will get their fair 
share of fart jokes and road-erossing ehiek- 
ens.) They do it all with the help of five big 
boxes of props, eostumes and wigs baekstage. 

“We’ll run baekstage, throw on a wig or 
mustaehe or robe and eome baek out. We’re 
moving through history quiekly,” Tiehenor 
said. 

RSC was founded in 1981 by Daniel Sing- 
er, who wrote a 25-minute, four-aetor version 
of Shakespeare’s Hamlet for the original 
Renaissanee Pleasure Faire in California. 
After high praise, they tried out Romeo and 
Juliet, and years later. The Complete Works 
of William Shakespeare (abridged). Martin 
joined in 1989, Tiehenor in 1992, and they 
eontinued to reduee very important stories or 
topies (ineluding the Bible, Ameriean history, 
the world of sports, Christmas, Ameriean lit- 
erature and Hollywood) into silly 90-minute 
shows spieed with a dash of the Marx Broth- 
ers and a sprinkle of the Three Stooges. 

The latest show. The Complete History of 
Comedy (abridged), aetually took a great deal 
of researeh to put together. 

“It was Reed’s idea,” Tiehenor said. “He 
got his MFA in aeting at UC San Diego, and 
he’s a graduate of Ringling Bros, and Bar- 
num & Bailey Clown College, where he got a 
Master of Fun Arts. He toured with the Ring- 
ling Bros, and Bamum & Bailey Cireus for 
two years. He’s just a eomedy nerd, and it was 
his real passion that kind of drove the projeet. 
But we both had to do researeh.” 

And, oh, the things they discovered. Some 


fun facts — like how one of the first joke books 
was written by Vatican priests or that the jester 
was an important, court-appointed job — made 
it into the show. (“The jester,” Tiehenor said, 
“was the only one who could talk tmth to pow- 
er as long as he could make it funny”) 

Others — like how the whoopie cushion 
was invented by an emperor, who used ani- 
mal bladders — didn’t. They couldn’t keep 
everything. They needed to create a stmcture 
to the show. Whenever they couldn’t find real 
facts that fit in, they made some up. 

“We have Abe Lincoln inventing stand- 
up comedy. We also track the evolution of 
the chicken crossing the road, from cavemen 
to Greeks to how the Vaudevillians told it,” 
Tiehenor said. 

The Complete History of Comedy 
(abridged) is RSC’s ninth staged production, 
the eighth Tiehenor has been involved in writ- 
ing. Before RSC, Tiehenor spent a bit of time 
in New Hampshire; he was the artistic direc- 
tor for the American Stage Festival in Milford 
from 1986 to 1991 (where he met his wife), 
and also briefly an arts and entertainment 
reporter for WMUR. When they moved to 
Chicago in 1991 (his wife was joining Sec- 
ond City), Tiehenor thought he was leaving 
the best theater job he would ever have. 

“Until the Reduced Shakespeare Compa- 
ny. Turns out, that’s become the best theater 
job I would ever have,” Tiehenor said. “I’m 
not a religious guy. I don’t look to ancient 
texts for wisdom, except maybe in the case of 
Shakespeare or Star Trek. To me, the theater 
is my temple.” 

The company currently consists of about 10 
actors in the U.S., 15 or so in the U.K. Audi- 
ences normally comment on how they enjoy 
RSC shows, but this time around, they’re also 
thanking RSC members. 

“It’s a show about comedy. Who doesn’t 
like comedy? But there’s an odd poignan- 
cy to this show, too,” Tiehenor said. “I think 
we’re all responsible for making the world 
a better place, and that one way to do that is 
to make people laugh. To fall down more, to 
mock the powerful, ridicule hypocrites and 
fart. ... People are coming up and saying. 
Thanks for that message. We need that mes- 
sage now more than ever. ’ It’s a different kind 
of response from all the other shows.” M

The Day We Met, by 
Rowan Coleman (Ballan- 
tine Books, 352 pages) 

Five million Americans 
have Alzheimer’s disease, 
and the number is expeeted 
to expand exponentially as 
the baby boomers age sinee 
one in three people older 
than 80 develop dementia. 

The degenerative disease is 
unique among the top 10 kill- 
ers of Amerieans, in that it’s 
the only one that ean’t be 
slowed, prevented or eured. 

Seariest of all, some people develop the dis- 
ease in their 40s or 50s, and people with a 
elose relative with Alzheimer’s have a 50 
pereent ehanee of developing it, too. 

Who needs asteroids or voleanoes when 
a disaster like that has oeeurred in approx- 
imately 200,000 Ameriean families? Earlier 
this year, the movie Still Alice reereated the 
anguished narrative out of Lisa Genova’s 
2009 book; now eomes a similar take from 
English author Rowan Coleman. The Day 
We Met traverses mueh of the same territo- 
ry as Alice: the brain of an aeeomplished, 
middle-aged woman with ehildren begins 
a terrifying deeline, eatapulting a family 
into a nightmare. But one eatastrophe is not 
enough for Coleman, who weaves disparate 
dramas into the eentral storyline. 

Claire Armstrong is the woman who’s been 
diagnosed, her mouth “thiek with words that 
won’t form properly or mean anything like 
what I need them to mean.” For her, a phone 
has beeome “the shiny blaek slab in my hand” 
and she stmggles to remember how to set a 
table, and whieh foot goes in whieh shoe. She 
first realized that something was wrong the 
morning she eouldn’t remember her daugh- 
ter’s name and she made herself breakfast 


twiee. Sinee her father died 
of Alzheimer’s, she knew the 
symptoms, and that “the same 
thing that had eome to elaim 
my father had eome for me, 
too.” She didn’t respond to 
treatment — “I Ifequently felt 
like I’d sprung a leak, like parts 
of me were seeping away” — 
and so all she eould do was 
wait for the fog, whieh rolled 
in daily, and unpredietably, to 
envelop her permanently. 

Newly married to a stud- 
ly builder 10 years her junior, 
Claire has two daughters: 3 -year-old Esther 
(with the new husband) and 20-year-old 
Caitlin, a Goth spitfire in blaek, who is sup- 
posed to be off at eollege but has returned 
home with a bulging eloset of problems of 
her own. 

Newly added to the mix is Claire’s moth- 
er, Gran, who has moved in to take eare of 
her rapidly deelining daughter, although 
their relationship is testy on good days. 
Claire’s husband, Greg, adores his wife, but 
struggles to eope with her inereasing dis- 
tanee, not only during her mental slips, but 
even when she’s fully present with the rest 
of the family. 

Then there’s Ryan, a friendly man that 
Claire meets at a eoffee shop one day when 
she has eseaped the house and forgotten 
where she was. As she slips away from 
Greg, she inereasingly relies on Ryan for 
what remains of her emotional well-being 
— he knows of her eondition but appears 
not to be bothered: He sees only an intrigu- 
ing and pretty woman in need of reseue, an 
adorable ditz as it were. 

Meanwhile, beeause her lueid moments 
are fast running out, Claire is foreed to eon- 
fess the truth about Caitlin’s father to her 


daughter while she is still mentally able. 
Suffiee it to say, this does not go well. “It’s 
eomplieated” doesn’t suffiee. Try “it’s a hot 
mess,” just like Claire’s mind. 

The Armstrongs, Brits though they are, 
are your typieal mess of an Ameriean family 
then, with the added eomplexity of a een- 
ter spinning out of eontrol. Claire’s disease 
is progressing more rapidly than her doe- 
tor initially predieted, and she had to resign 
from her teaehing job after she ran over a 
mailbox with her ear. With her keys eonfis- 
eated, and her querulous mother taking over 
her home, Claire struggles to fill the fleet- 
ing moments of sanity. When Greg buys her 
a red notebook in whieh to reeord her mem- 
ories, so she has something tangible to help 
her remember, she begins to fill the book, 
with the help of her family. The memories 
that go in the book fill in the past, for the 
reader as well as for Claire, and alternating 
points of view give perspeetive of the other 
members of the family. 

The Day We Met is an ambitious tangle 
of love stories, not only of men and women, 
but of mothers and daughters. The eharae- 
ters are believable, as are their trials, too 
mueh so at times. There’s no happy ending 
to Alzheimer’s disease, ereative as an author 
may be, and at times, a despair hangs over 
the book that is existentially oppressive. 
Your life’s hard enough, without adding 
poor Claire to the mix. 

Moreover, there’s a twist at the end, but a 
predietable one for anyone who’s been pay- 
ing attention. (I figured it out, three-quarters 
of the way through.) It makes for a satisfy- 
ing ending, if there ean be a satisfying ending 
for someone dying of a degenerative disease. 
Tightly swaddled as it is with multigenera- 
tional love. The Day We Met will make you 
feel, but it ean never be a feel-good book.

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Get Hard (R) 

Will Ferrell tries to toughen up for 
an upcoming stint in San Quentin in 
Get Hard, a curiously low-on-laughs 
comedy that costars Kevin Hart. 

James King (Ferrell) is a very successful 
hedge fund manager who is so oblivious 
about other human beings that he doesn’t 
seem to realize: (1) that his casual nudi- 
ty is off-putting to his household staff, (2) 
that his fiancee Alissa (Alison Brie) is a 
terrible human being, and (3) that he is 
being set up for fraud and who is doing 
the setting up. When he is arrested, James 
is dumbfounded and so certain that a jury 
will have the good sense to see his inno- 
cence that he turns down the deal he’s 
initially offered (one year in a minimum- 
security jail). Naturally, all the judge, jury 
and countless protesters outside the court- 
house see is that James is another thieving 
rich dude, and he is sentenced to 10 years 
hard time in San Quentin. 

Devastated and terrified by his forth- 
coming imprisonment (he’s given a month, 
with ankle monitor, to get his affairs in 
order), he asks Darnell Lewis (Hart) how 
he survived prison. 

What Darnell attempts, at first, to 
explain is that he’s never gone to pris- 
on and James’ assumption that he has, 
based solely on the fact Darnell is black, 
is really quite racist. But Darnell is also 
a businessman, the hard-working own- 
er of the car wash service in the parking 
garage of James’ company’s building. 
Darnell is desperate to move his family to 
a better neighborhood so his daughter can 
attend a school without metal detectors, 
but despite his pleas to a predatory lend-

ing company to “please, prey on me” he’s 
several thousand dollars short of getting 
the necessary mortgage — $30,000 short, 
actually, which happens to be the amount 
James offers Darnell to teach him how to 
survive prison. 

Thus, using mostly the prison-related 
knowledge pop culture has given anyone 
with a few episodes of Oz under his belt, 
Darnell tries to prepare James, mostly by 
getting him beaten up a lot. (There’s other, 
more R-rated stuff Darnell tries to pre- 
pare James for that leads to some scenes 
that are, let’s say, moderately homopho- 
bic. Like, not malicious, but definitely not 
going to make it on a highlights reel of 
How Far We’ve Come.) 

You know a comedy is in trouble when 
you find yourself pondering the source 
of the humor. James is smart enough to 
make millions but dumb enough not to 
know he’s being played and naive enough 


to trust his boss (Craig T. Nelson) — who 
is also Alissa’s father — just because he 
tells James to call him “dad.” James is 
obliviously racist enough (again, it’s not 
malicious, but) to assume Darnell has 
been to prison but race-sensitive enough 
that he won’t call Darnell the n-word 
even when Darnell orders him to do so as 
practice for joining a white supremacist 
gang. Hmm, one thinks, mind drifting far 
from the movie, perhaps James is meant 
to be the personification of careless priv- 
ilege — he’s generally oblivious to his 
advantages but aware enough not to want 
to be cruel. 

Though it would seem that James is the 
straight man to all of Darnell’s wacky pris- 
on-prep antics, perhaps Darnell is truly 
the straight man, the one marveling at the 
head-in-the-clouds-ness of James, whom 
Ferrell portrays as a mix of eager-to-please 
nice guy and entitled simpleton. Darnell 


— business-owning family man who can 
immediately see who has railroaded James 

— is much more the audience surrogate. 
Could there be something sneakily clever 
in a movie that turns rich white male priv- 
ilege into the Other? 

There could be, though not in this mov- 
ie, for all that it had me thinking about the 
nature of prejudice and wondering which, 
race or economic status, is really the more 
significant divider in America. I was think- 
ing about these issues while jokes floated 
by me like soggy, poorly made paper boats 
on a muddy stream. I could sense myself 
noting these jokes — that one’s about the 
assumption a rich white guy makes, that 
one’s about the assumption a straight guy 
makes — without responding. Without 
laughing, which is what you should be 
doing at a goofy comedy. 

I’m not sure why Get Hard doesn’t 
work. Perhaps it has something to do with 
the fact that you can see how the situa- 
tion might have been used to create some 
subversive comedy and isn’t. Or perhaps 
it’s because the movie is just in need of 
another rewrite or two (or perhaps has had 
one too many). Ferrell and Hart are both 
likeable enough and I think under differ- 
ent circumstances they are probably also 
a solid buddy-comedy duo. Get Hard just 
isn’t that circumstance. C

Home (PG) 

A girl befriends an alien in the 
search for her mom in Home, a cute 
but slight animated movie. 

If you’ve seen a non-Disney animated 
film lately (speeifieally, Mr. Peabody & 
Sherman and Rio 2, aeeording to Wikipe- 
dia), you’ve probably seen some of the early 
adventures of the Boov, the eolor-ehang- 
ing, vaguely Minion-resembling aliens 
in seareh of a new planet. As this movie 
begins, they’ve finally found one — Earth. 
To deal with us pesky eurrent oeeupants, 
they’ve ereated a friendly human reserva- 
tion (eomplete with amusement park) in 
the middle of the Australian outbaek and 
eheerily reloeated all of humanity there. 
Then, the Boov have moved in, taking over 
formerly human habitations and using their 
teeh to get rid of things that aren’t neees- 
sary, like toilets and bieyeles. 

Beeause her eat leaps to her head 
when Boov vaeuum tubes shoot into her 
apartment searehing for humans, the teen- 
age-ish Tip (voiee of Rihanna) is marked 
non-human but watehes helplessly as her 
mother Luey (Jennifer Lopez) is sueked 
away. Now hiding out in her apartment. Tip 
is on the hunt for her mother. 

It’s while dodging Boov by dueking into 
a eonvenienee store that Tip meets Oh (Jim 
Parsons), a Boov who is also on the run. 
Relentlessly friendly and optimistie. Oh 
does not fit in with the other Boov. He is 
ealled “Oh” beeause that’s the exasperated 
noise most Boov make when he appears. 
When he isn’t annoying his other speeies 
members with his ehipperness, he appar- 
ently makes the oeeasional mistake, sueh 
as a housewarming party invite he emails 
to everyone. That is, everyone in the gal- 
axy ineluding the Boov’s enemy, the Gorg, 
who relentlessly seareh for them as the 
Boov run and hide from planet to planet. 
Sinee Oh’s email ineluded direetions to 
Earth, the Boov are now searehing for Oh, 
primarily to get his email password (whieh 
isn’t, as the Boov seientists are horrified to 
diseover, “password” like all other Boov) 
and unsend the e-vite. 


Sinee both Tip and Oh are on the run, 
they soon beeome allies, reluetantly on 
Tip’s part beeause she doesn’t think she 
should trust a Boov. But Oh fixes her ear 
so she ean eontinue the seareh for her mom 
and Oh ean hiteh a ride to Antaretiea, the 
one eontinent free of Boov. Meanwhile, 
Captain Smek (Steve Martin), mueh her- 
alded for his ability to run away, must 
figure out whether the Boov must run onee 
again. 

Home is sweet enough — the Boov, like 
the Minions of Despicable Me, are goof- 
ily eute little eartoon beings whose ability 
to ehange eolor with emotion makes for 
some good visuals — and fun enough to at 
least moderately entertain, probably, 5- or 
6-year-olds and up. The temporary loss of 
a mom is an easy to understand motivation, 
and the Gorg are seary without being too 
seary. There is probably a higher ratio of 
talking to aetion than need be, but there is 
also enough daneing and general silliness 
to keep kids from losing interest. In the 
theater where I saw the movie, there was 
plenty of kid ehatter but no running around 
or mass bathroom exeursions, the usual 
signs that a movie has eompletely lost its 
younger audienee. 

That said. Home doesn’t have the 
emotional eomplexity or the more well- 
rounded eharaeters of a Despicable Me. 
I found that both its visuals and its story 
started to swiftly evaporate from my mind 
as I left the theater. It is a perfeetly serviee- 
able movie, but it doesn’t feel like the sort 
of thing anybody will be elamoring to see 
again and again. 

Jim Parsons’ voiee-over work is proba- 
bly the only standout aspeet of Home, but 
one eharaeter isn’t quite enough to elevate 
the film beyond passing entertainment. C+

From country to City of Dayle 

Natalie Turgeon shifts sound with new project

A few weeks into the New Year, Nata- 
lie Turgeon asked her Facebook followers 
to like a new page. A click-through led to a 
video of Turgeon and musical partner John 
Cunningham announcing a new project: City 
of Dayle. They played “Love Me,” a stark 
acoustic ballad recalling early Sheryl Crow. 
Every Tuesday since, the duo has debuted 
another song, all but one an original, each a 
musical departure. 

Fans of the Natalie Turgeon Band shouldn’t 
be surprised. The group gained initial promi- 
nence with 20irs “Country-ish,” a song that 
also served as a statement. Though comfort- 
able playing Dolly Parton covers in places 
like Midnight Rodeo, the Concord singer’s 
tastes ran beyond country. 

City of Dayle is a declaration of indepen- 
dence, the two explained in a recent interview. 

“From the beginning, the stuff we were 
writing didn’t fit into the country genre,” Tur- 
geon said. “We were primarily a cover band 
and we needed a shift to reflect our identity.” 

Cunningham agreed. 

“We’d be doing this material and just look 
at each other and say, we’re not feeling it like 
we should,” he said. 

Their new approach doesn’t hew to a par- 
ticular style, and that’s the point. 

“Instead of trying to crowbar it into coun- 
try, we decided . . . just write the music that 
was ours,” said Cunningham. “With that said, 
our sound is indie, but heavily influenced by 
other genres.” 

It’s right there in the name, Turgeon 
implied: “You think of New York City as a 
great melting pot, well, I guess that’s what 
City of Dayle is. The Dayle part has person- 
al meaning, but we really wanted to include 
our followers in the group name, because it’s 
for them.” 

A March 7 debut at a benefit for musician 
Matt Langley in early March went well, Tur- 
geon said. 

“It felt positive; it’s been good so far,” she 
said. 

Their next show is April 3 at Concord’s 
True Brew Barista, when they’ll share 
the spotlight with singer-songwriter Ryan 
Williamson.

“We wanted someone who’d fit in with the 
style of music we’re doing ... a complemen- 
tary crowd,” said Cunningham of the co-bill 
choice. “Give Ryan a chance to grow with our 
fans and vice versa. We’re about supporting 
the next artist — that works the best. In order 
for people to grow, bands have to help each 
other. Otherwise, it’s impossible.” 

Performing to help Langley with his ongo- 
ing medical costs exemplified this urge. 

“We met Matt when we were getting start- 
ed some years back at the Red Blazer; he 
would call us up and have us perform,” Tur- 
geon said. “He’s really laid back, and he’d 
selflessly give up his spotlight.” 

Playing the show led them to write the 
anthemic “Stand Tall” and dedicate it to their 
friend. 

“Nothing’s gonna keep me down/I won’t 
fear the darkness when it falls,” Turgeon 
sings of Langley’s ongoing cancer battle. 

“He’s always positive, that’s who he is,” 
she said. “He really inspired us, his attitude, 
and the next day the song kind of just wrote 
itself” 

The group is presently a duo. 

“We do intend to have other players,” Tur- 
geon said. For live shows, loops and backing 
tracks are employed to expand their sound. 
The recently released video of “Brush It Off’ 
is a good example of this, a Pat Benatar-styled 
rocker with Turgeon’s keyboards and Cun- 


ningham’s slashing guitar licks backed by 
taped dmms and bass. 

There are plans to employ even more 
effects down the road. 

“It opens up a lot of sounds that you could 
never get live,” Cunningham said. “A string 
section at True Brew Barista is something you 
could never do. If you find players who can 
work with that kind of thing, it’s good for the 
audience.” 

The next scheduled appearance after True 
Brew happens Memorial Day weekend at 
the Red Door, a Portsmouth nightclub with 
plenty of indie cachet. Their ballad “Every 
Moment” was recently added to Women oj 
Substance Radio, a California-based nation- 
al podcast, and they’ll soon be on the playlist 
of WomenInChargS . The latter is, accord- 
ing to its website, “a music radio station for 
female indie artist of all genres . . . promoting 
girl power.” 

Though it’s challenging at times, Turgeon 
and Cunningham continue to release a song a 
week. DIY equals do it all for the pair, includ- 
ing management. 

“We write when the music presents itself,” 
Cunningham said; an EP should arrive lat- 
er in the year. “Right now we’re booking the 
shows, propping the material, we’re really 
busy in that way. There’s not enough creative 
time. . . . Our plan is to keep on writing as the 
music inspires us.” ^

NEWS OF THE WEIRD BY CHUCK SHEPHERD 


Man's best friend 

Researchers are now preparing a study 
seeking to confirm that dog slobber, by itself 
(and not just the psychological advantag- 
es of playing with and petting a dog), might 
provide human health benefits (such as relief 
from asthma, allergies and inflammation). 
Specialists from the University of Arizo- 
na and University of California San Diego 
point to existing evidence of the compara- 
tive healthiness of dog-owning families and 
suspect that canine saliva, like yogurt, may 
have unusual probiotic value. 

Updates 

• Since News of the Weird last visit- 
ed the judicial backlog in India (2013), the 
problem has worsened. The open caseload 
grew to 31,367,915 by the end of that year, 
a quantity that, if all of the country’s judges 
working around the clock each resolved 100 
cases an hour, it would still take 35 years 
to clear. Bloomberg Business Week report- 
ed in January that lawyers needlessly fatten 
the backlog with multiple filings, mainly 
to jack up their fees (and thus encouraging 
“extortion threats,” in place of “law,” as the 
preferred method of resolving disputes). 

• Death-penalty opponents have long 
sought a clear-cut case in which an obvious- 
ly innocent person was wrongfully executed, 
and unsurprisingly, the great state of Texas 
appears about to provide that, in Camer- 
on Todd Willingham (convicted in 1992 
and executed in 2004). Since his trial, the 
arson evidence “proving” murder has been 
thoroughly discredited, and recently an ex- 
cellmate’s 1996 letter surfaced demanding 
that his own prosecutor comply with the 
sentence-reduction he was promised if he 
claimed that Willingham had “confessed” 
to him (and in fact the cellmate’s sentence 
was substantially reduced after he wrote the 
letter, though the cellmate later appeared 
grievously remorseful). Prosecutor John 
Jackson is facing a state investigation for 
not disclosing the sentencing promise before 
trial. 

• Public policymaking in the United States 
is often gridlockedby recalcitrant ideologues, 
but at least administrators are not constrained 
by elves, as in Iceland. After seven years of 
controversy, the country’s Road Administra- 
tion recently approved a new pathway near 
Reykjavik that had been delayed by a trou- 
blesome, 70-ton boulder in the right-of-way 
which could not be dislodged because it is 
believed to be a “church” for the country’s 
legendary “hidden people.” The elves’ lead- 
ing spokeswoman, Ragnhildur Jonsdottir, 
finally declared, to officials’ relief, that the 
elves had accepted the boulder’s relocation 
(to the side of the road), having “been pre- 
paring for this for a long time, moving their 
energy to the new location.” 

• Four weeks ago. News of the Weird noted 


that a United Nations representative opposed 
a suggestion to open certain meetings to the 
public, fearing that it would only invite spec- 
tators in the gallery to throw “mayonnaise” 
at the delegates. However, two months earli- 
er (and unknown to News of the Weird), the 
Belgian prime minister, defending his coun- 
try’s austerity measures, had faced a group of 
protesters who had rained upon him french 
fries topped with mayonnaise. 

• Three months ago. News of the Weird 
highlighted a London man’s agreement to 
pay the equivalent of $500 for surgery on 
a nondescript office-aquarium goldfish, to 
relieve its constipation. Subsequently, how- 
ever, veterinarians in Scotland (charging 
the equivalent of $750) performed cancer 
surgery on two goldfish, and in September 
2014, in Melbourne, Australia, a goldfish 
received “brain surgery” (for the apparent 
bargain of $200). 

Recurring themes 

• Japan may have its cat restaurants 
(where loaner felines lounge during meals) 
and even its penguin bar in Ikebukuro, and 
London (as reported here a month ago) 
an experimental owl cafe (with special- 
ly domesticated birds perched on diners’ 
shoulders), but not to be outdone, an entre- 
preneur in Seoul, South Korea, guesses that 
his Thanks to Nature Cafe will be a big hit 
with sheep wandering through the dining 
room. (After all, according to the lunar cal- 
endar, 20 1 5 is the Chinese zodiac Year of the 
Sheep.) Owner Lee Kwang-ho said his nov- 
el business model has attracted visitors from 
Macedonia, Saudi Arabia and New Zealand, 
among other countries. 

• Home Unimprovement: Recent cas- 


es to add to the classic “Don’t DIY” Files: 
(1) Fred Home of Columbus, Ohio, burned 
down his house in Febmary trying to smoke 
the bedbugs out of his couch. Only that one 
piece of furniture caught fire, but carrying it 
out of the house. Home got stuck in a door- 
way, and the blaze spread. (2) Near Darwin, 
Australia, in Febmary, an unnamed wom- 
an living in an RV came face-to-face with a 
snake and decided to encourage the serpent 
to leave by lighting a fire beneath the RV’s 
floor. The vehicle was destroyed but, said 
the police superintendent, “we don’t know 
what happened to the snake.” 

• Supporting the troops: Federal law pro- 
hibits foreclosures and repossessions (unless 
by court order) against active-duty military 
members, but Americans would hardly know 
that from observing creditors. A 2012 Gov- 
ernment Accountability Office report found 
at least 15,000 violations by U.S. finan- 
cial institutions, small and large, including 
J.R Morgan Chase. In Febmary, auto lend- 
er Santander Consumer USA agreed to pay 
$9.35 million to settle charges that it illegal- 
ly seized cars of 760 service members (some 
while deployed in war zones) over the last 
five years. 

Smash-Mouth Competition: Dentist Leop- 
old Weinstein, 63, was arrested in Febmary in 
Camarillo, California, and charged with sus- 
picion of setting fire to three competing dental 
offices (one for the fourth time). One vic- 
tim said the arsonist even drilled holes in the 
roof and poured in gasoline to accelerate the 
blaze. (Later in Febmary, in Hua Hin, Thai- 
land, a 36-year-old woman was arrested for 
scattering screws on a busy street in order to 
increase business for her husband’s tire shop.)
